Ten girls from Newton and Its en- 
virons will receive their Bachelor of 
Arts degrees at the 51st annual com- 
mencement exercises at Smith College 
on Monday, June 17. They are: Char- 
lotte Cushman, Alice Eaton, Evelyn 
Hatch, Anna Horton, Jeanie Noyes 
Kearns, Margaret Osborne, Martha 
Richardson, Barbara Smith, Marjorie 
Fales and Helen Spurrier. 

Miss Charlotte Cushman, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Herbert Cushman of 
West Newton, took her major in his- 
tory. Miss Cushman held the posi- 
tions of Secretary and Treasurer of 
the Itlaian Club, which admits stu- 
dents showing particular ability in 
that department. Her interest in mu- 
sic is shown by the fact that she was 
a member of both Glee Club and Choir. 
She was elected the fire captain of 
her dormitory and was made assistant 
College Fire Captain in her junior 
year. Last year Miss Cushman was 
selected as a Junior Usher, one of the 
group chosen from the Junior Class to 
carry the ivy chain in the Ivy Day 
procession and to usher at Commence- 
ment affairs. 

Miss Alice Eaton, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. John N. Eaton of West New- 
ton, was very prominent in college ac- 
tivities.

Robert Luce 


The GRAPHIC has received from 
Congressman Luce a copy of a letter 
sent him by the Postoflice Depart- 
ment. The letter reads: — 

Hon. Robert Luce, 

House of Representatives. 

My dear Mr. Luce: 

Referring again to your letter of 
May 10, 1929, with which you en- 
closed communication from Mr. John 
Finelli, Esq., of Newton, Massachu- 
setts, suggesting the establishment of 
a new postal station in the Nonantum 
District, I have to advise that our in- 
vestigation does not indicate a need 
for such a station. Adequate delivery 
service is given, and this ' service 
would not he affected in any way by 
the establishment of the postal station. 

There is a good contract station lo- 
cated at 334 Watertown street, where 
for the calendar year 1928 the stamp 
sales amounted to only $2900 and there 
were received approximately 3900 or- 
dinary parcel post packages and 9000 
registry, insurance and money order 
transactions were handled. This ser- 
vice appears to have been satisfactori- 
ly handled by the contract station re- 
ferred to, and there is no reason why 
it should not be continued. 

Summarized briefly, there appears 
very little can be gained by the estab- 
lishment of an additional postal sta- 
tion in the Nonantum District, and 
the expense of such a station would 
not, therefore, be justified.

Large Sales and Service Station In Rear of Washington Build- 
ing Opposed by Nearby Residents 


A large percentage of the 
stores in this city, including 
most of the independently owned 
grocery stores and markets will 
close Wednesday afternoons dur- 
ing June, July and August. 
Workers in most occupations to- 
day do not labor Saturday after- 
noons during the summer 
months. Many persons are en- 
joying the 5 day week. Store 
owners and their employees 
must work Saturday afternoons 
and evenings and the Wednes- 
day half-holidays are given to 
allow them some small oppor- 
tunities for recreation. 

In past years grocery stores 
and markets operated by chain 
organizations have closed Wed- 
nesdays in this city. This year 
they are not. 

It is hoped that residents of 
this city will co-operate with the 
merchants who are giving their 
employees the benefit of the 
Wednesday half-holidays by do- 
ing their shopping before noon- 
time each Wednesday during the 
next three months. , 


Traffic Tower Lights 
Are Working Better 

Changes Relieve Much of Previous 
Difficulty at Nonantum Sq. 

The signals at the traffic tower 
at Nonantum Square have been 
changed under the direction of En- 
gineer Leo Maynard of the Edison 
Company and traffic is being handled 
satisfactorily at this point now un- 
der the guidance of the traffic of- 
ficers on duty there. The criticisms 
made in the GRAPHIC last week 
against these signals are regarded 
as unfair by some of the engineers 
referred to. They state that the 
count taken of automobiles by New- 
ton officials was made last Novem- 
ber when travel conditions were radi- 
cally different than at present. The 
system of signals was arranged to 
meet the conditions according to the 
count received. As traffic is now 
the number of automobiles not only 
is much larger, but the proportion 
making left turns is quite different. 
Street Commissioner Stuart states 
that he has received excellent co- 
operation from the Edison and Gen- 
eral Electric engineers and he is 
quite satisfied with the operation of 
the tower. 

Autoists and pedestrians must be- 
come better acquainted with the sig- 
nals before things will be operating 
smoothly at Nonantum Square. It 
is certain that signs must he placed 
on the tower to tell pedestrians on 
what lights to proceed. A large per- 
centage of those on foot appear to 
have no idea of what the various 
lights indicate. On the side of the 
tower which governs traffic coming 
from the North, the plain green light 
must be changed to show an arrow 
pointing to the loft to stop blocks 
now occuring. Many autoists do not 
preceed to the left when the plain 
green light shows. 

Elderly pedestrians complain that 
the time allowed for them to cross 
Centre Street is too short. Other 
minor changes will probably he made 
in the operation of the signals in 
the tower. With the intricacies of 
the traffic situation at Newton Cor- 
ner tlie problem of controlling all 
the various phases automatically is 
a difficult one.

K. Kerns, headmaster, announced 
the award to John Rack 1 iff© of a year's 
study in a British university for his 
essay in the Brooks-Bright Foundation 
contest which recently closed. Rack- 
llffe, who was graduated from the 
school yesterday, was judged second in 
the national contest by Pre sfdent 
Julian A. C. Chandler of the College 
of Wiillan and Mary. 

The award came as a surprise 
since only one foreign scholarship had 
been offered by Mrs. Florence BrookH- 
Aten. founder of the Brooks-Bright 
work, who for five years has made gen- 
erous annual offers to the hoys and 
girls who competed in the essay con- 
tests. This year sh“ has made it pos 
sible for the second prize winner to 
accompany the first prize winner 
abroad. 

At the Country Day School Rack- 
IilTe was assistant-editor of the school 
magazine and has previously won the 
Houghton prize for English style and 
the Cabot prize for English reading 
He is the son of Mrs. John RacklifTe 
of 122 Shornecliffe road. Newton. Had 
he not won the Brooks-Bright scholar- 
ship he would have carried out his 
plan to enter Harvard next fall. 

The Country Day School became a 
member last year in an essay compe- 
tition conducted among schools not 
members of the Foundation.

The meeting of the aldermen on 
Monday night was largely attended by 
citizens who came to favor certain 
petitions and to oppose others. Hear- 
ings on petitions to lay out, grade and 
accept streets brought many residents 
of the streets affected. Residents of 
Baron and Peabody streets came to 
oppose the petition of the Newton 
Mortgage Corporation for a service 
station at 26 Peabody street. 

Alderman Bail presided over the 
meeting in the absence of President 
Weeks. Other members absent were 
Aldermen Bowen. Earle and Gordon. 
The first hearings on the docket were 
tho.sr on the petitions of the Edison 
Illuminating Company for pole loca- 
tions at Sheffield road. Newtonville 
and Hereward road, Newton Centre. 
A representative of the Edison Com- 
pany asked for immediate action on 
these petitions provided no objections 
were made. 

Attorney William V. Hayden, repre- 
senting the Newton Mortgage Corpora- 
tion asked that a permit be granted 
for the erection of a 50 car capacity 
sales and service station at 26 Pea- 
body street. Newton. This location 
is at the rear of the business block 
erected last year on the site of the 
old Bacon homestead on Washington 
street between Bacon and Peabody 
streets. A one-story building was 
erected on Bacon street at the rear of 
the business block and it is proposed 
to make an extension to this structure 
on the vacant land facing on Peabody 
street, the only part of the former 
Bacon estate not built upon. This lot 
measures 50 by 60 feet and it would 
be almost covered by a building 41 by 
59 feet in dimensions. Mr. Hayden 
explained that the Anderson Cadillac- 
LaSalle Company has taken a long 
lease on this property and has no idea 
of asking for a filling station. He 
stated that the granting of the peti- 
tion will not injure the neighborhood, 
will cause no hazard to children, busi- 
ness people or nearby property owners 
and the building will conform to the 
fire laws of the State. He mentioned 
that the Newton Mortgage Corpora- 
tion has a tremendous investment in 
this property and the matter should 
receive careful consideration. 

Attorney James P. Gallagher ap- 
peared to protest against the granting 
of the petition. He stated he repre- 
sented 20 property owners, most of 
whom had signed a letter of protest 
which had been given to the City 
Clerk. He explained that inasmuch 
as he had just been retained he de- 
sired further time to investigate the 
matter and wished an opportunity to 
appear before the Licenses Committee. 

William V. Hayden, appearing for 
Isaac Turgeon asked that a permit be 
granted to erect a building at 23S 
Walnut street. Newtonville in connec- 
tion with the filling station at this 
address. Mr. Hayden informed the 
Board that owners of two abutting 
properties. Peter Turchon and the 
Beacon Trust Compauy do not object. 

Like Mr. Hayden. Attorney Gal- 
lagher took the floor a second time. 
He represented Helen B Moreau of 
Waverley avenue who asked to 


have her rights reserved in the matter 
of a petition for a drain and sewer on 
Eliot Memorial road. 

Benjamin Freeman asked that Or- 
chard avenue, from Adella avenue to 
Waltham street be laid out Mr. John 
A. Potter of Waltham street called at- 
tention to three beautiful maple trees 
on thin street which he does not wish 
to be disturbed. David Nivison repre- 
senting all the property on Vincent 
street. West Newton, asked the Board 
to provide for the acceptance of that 
street. Martin Gannon opposed the 
laying out and improving of Adella 
avenue from Watertown street to 
Orchard avenue. He asserted that all 
property owners on this section of 
Adella avenue opposed the petition to 
lay out this street as it is in as good 
condition now as it would be should 
it be laid out and graded. 

Arthur Roy of 25 Capital street, 
Newton advocated the grading and 
accepting of this street. He stated 
that he has resided there for 18 years, 
for a long time has been attempting 
to get the street improved and most of 
the residents on this road are anxious 
to have this work done as soon as 
possible. A number of other prop- 
erty owners on Capital street were 
present to show their desire to have 
the street accepted. Lieut. Richard 
Goode, and Sergt. William Mahoney 
of the Newton Police Department, to- 
gether with Watson Lavers and other 
residents of Washburn street, which 
adjoins Capital street, were present to 
advocate the grading and acceptance 
of this street. 

George Sneath of 78 Plainfield 
street. Waban representing property 
owners on this way said a petition 
for the improving of this street has 
been before the Board for a year. He 
asked that work on the street be 
started. Other residents of the street 
who concurred with Mr. Sneath in 
asking for the granting of the petition 
were Charles Hovey. H. W. Shephard. 
H. L. Earle and L. B. Folsom. The 
latter stated he is 70 years of age but 
hopes he will live to see this improve- 
ment made. Fourteen residents of the 
street were present to favor the peti- 
tion. Residents of Crosby road. 
Chestnut Hill urged the completion 
of this street through to Hammond 
street. Nathan Fink told of two chil- 
dren having been seriously injured 
there the past year by trucks backing 
around. Joseph Doyle asked the Al- 
dermen to get down to business and 
put the petition through which will 
extend Crosby road to Hammond 
street. 

The Claims and Rules Committee 
recommended leave to withdraw on 
the petition of the Brackett Coal Com- 
pany for a permit to erect a coal 
pocket at 564 Washington street, and 
on the petition of Richard McMillan 
to change laud bounded by Common- 
wealth avenue. Bourne and Phillips 
street from general residence to bus- 
iness zone. The recommendations 
were accepted by the Board. The Joint 
Committee on Schools recommended 
that a portable building be erected at 
the Emerson School location in Up-

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UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


Few matters remain for the consid- 
eration of this year’s General Court. 
As is usually the case, however, they 
are the most important of the year. 
The Boston Elevated legislation is the 
one thing that has caused more de- 
bate and resulted in more rollcalls 
than any other. Another bill is that 
providing for the establishment of 
municipal lighting plants. On both of 
these marked differences were found 
to exist between the House and the 
Senate with the result that commit- 
tees on conference were appointed for 
the purpose of adjusting these differ- 
ences if possible. Senator Hollis was 
made a member of the joint confer- 
ence committee on the Boston Ele- 
vated bill. 

Several measures passed by this 
year's General Court had the earnest 
backing of Representative Luitwieler 
who helped to secure their passage 
through his experience and industry 
as a legislator. The bills included the 
extension for one year of the exist- 
ence of the Commission on the Nec- 
essaries of Life. That commission has 
accomplished a great deal of good, 
and, since his membership in the 
House. Mr. Luitwieler has been one of 
its ardent supporters. Other measures 
in which Mr. Luitwieler took deep in- 
terest were these: providing an ap- 
propriation of $100,000 for the plac- 
ing within the State House grounds of 
a suitable memorial to the founders 
of the Massachusetts Bay Colony; an 
appropriation to provide for the dis- 
play of the original charter of the 
Massachusetts Bay Colony in the of- 
fice of the Secretary of State and the 
bill to prevent the discharge of oil on 
the waters and flats of the State and 
the polution of the shores and beaches 
which resulted in the destruction of 
shellfish. Mr. Luitwieler, in addition 
to these, provided successful, after 
three years of effort, in securing the 
passage of an act which makes appli- 
cable to the Metropolitan district the 
same fire prevention laws which all 
of the rest of the State enjoy. It has 
long been the contention of Mr. Luit- 
wieler that Metropolitan Boston has 
the worst fire record of any city in 
the United States. 

One of the principal topics of the 
week has been the character of the 
physical tests employed in civil ser- 
vice examinations. The sudden death 
of a Boston police sergeant the day 
after he had taken the test in con- 
nection with an examination for pro- 
motion to a lieutenancy caused the 
filing of a resolve for an investiga- 
tion of civil service physical tests. A 
hearing was held by the Joint Rules 
Committee and several prominent 
speakers spoke in favor of such an in- 
quiry. The following day it was an- 
nounced by Civil Service Commis- 
sioner Elliot H. Goodwin that the 
Commission on Civil Service had vot- 1 
ed to conduct an investigation of its ' 
own. Mr. Goodwin said that the Com- . 
mission decided not to hold any fur- 1 
ther physical examinations for pro- 1 
motion until there had been an in- . 
vestigation. A group of prominent phy- 1 
sicians will be engaged to go into the 
matter thoroughly and report to the [ 
Commission. 

Conditions in the Middlesex County 
House of Correction as far as fire 
protection and sanitation are con- 
cerned were pointed out as appalling 
by District Attorney Bushnell, County 
Commissioner Wardwell and others 
at bearing before the Joint Rules 
Committee. It appears that a bill to ! 
authorize the county to erect a new 
building was rejected by this year’s ; 
Legislature and a new measure was 1 
filed. If something is not done by 
the Legislature it is not unlikely the 
Governor will take a hand. Mr. Bush- 
nell told the Rules Committee that if 
the Committee on Counties persisted 
in its attitude of turning down, which j 
it has done since 1926, the efforts of ! 
the county to build a new building 
that any disaster would be laid at 
the door of the Committee on Coun- 
ties. Mr. Bushnell said that there

The second death to occur this year 
in the membership of the Senate was 
that of Senator Henry F. Ripley of 
Hingliam. Senator Henry L. Klncaide 
of Quincy died earlier tills session. 
Among those who attended the funeral 
services for Senator Ripley was Sen- 
ator Hollis. 

Now that a bill lias been passed 
for a new office building for the Met- 
ropolitan District Commission it looks 
as if some day the commission will 
he able to vacate the ancient struc- 
ture on Ashburton Place, Boston, 
where it lias had its office for a num- 
ber of years. 

The House rejected the bill under 
the provisions of which judges of the 
Superior and Supreme Court would re- 
ceive a retirement allowance of three- 
quarters of their regular salaries if be- 
cause of advanced age, mental or phy- 
sical disability they might be retired 
by the Governor and Council. The 
law nt present, and which remains in 
force, provides a retirement allowance 
at the age limit of one-half the regular 
salary. Representative Raker voted 
to reject the new bill and Represen- 
tatives Luitwieler and Thompson vo- 
ted for the bill. 

There is a new member of the 
House in the person of Representative 
John J. Kiley of Cambridge elected 
from the 2d Middlesex district nt a 
special election May 28. He will suc- 
ceed Representative Timothy D. Sul- 
livan. who resigned after his seat had 
been contested by Representative Har- 
old M. Bradbury of Cambridge. Brad- 
bury was a contestant for the unoc- 
cupied seat against Representative 
Kiley In the special election.

Chief Clarence Randlett of the New- 
ton Fire Department has made a deci- 
sion that will save residents of this 
city from much annoyance during the 
next several weeks. The Chief grants 
permits for the sale of fireworks. In 
previous years such permits have been 
granted a week or more before the 
Fourth of July. The fireworks were 
sold in stores and in shacks which 
were set up on vacant lots. Young- 
sters would start buying firecrackers, 
torpedoes and other noise makers as 
soon as these contraptions were put on 
sale and would set them off soon after 
making the purchases. The law for- 
bids the discharge of fireworks before 
July 4th, but this did not deter the 
youthful buyers of “fireworks” from 
making “whopee.” Thus for a week 
or more persons in this city, particu- 
larly persons residing near any place 
where fireworks were sold, had to en- 
dure the incessant racket of exploding 
fireworks. It was trying enough on 
the nerves of well persons. It was 
positively harmful to invalids and sirk 
people. This year Chief Randlett will 
not permit the sale of fireworks in this 
city until three days before July 4th. 
Tlie Newton police should co-operate 
with the Chief and stop any discharge 
of fireworks here before July 4th.

Then, last week when we 
got some real warm, dry days these 
same folks were kicking about the 
heat.

QUESTION OF BICYCLES ON SIDE- 
WALKS TO BE SUBMITTED TO 
ORGANIZATIONS 


At the last meeting of the Claims 
and Rules Committee of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen the petition of the 
Waban Woman’s Club, asking that 
children be allowed to operate bicycles 
on sidewalks in that village was con- 
sidered. Mrs. Elizabeth B. Moir of 401 
Woodward street and Mrs. Wilfrid O. 
White of 1734 Beacon street, repre- 
senting the petitioners, told of the al- 
most unanimous desire of Waban resi- 
dents to have this privilege granted. 
They explained that automobile traf- 
fic along Beacon street is so heavy 
that the lives of children riding bi- 
cycles on this street are endangered. 
Pedestrian traffic along the sidewalks 
of this street is light and there is a 
wide grass plot bordering the side- 
walk which will assist in permitting 
the bicycle riders to pass pedestrians 
in safety. The petitioners ask that 
the bicycles be permitted on this side- 
walk along tlie north side of Beacon 
street on its entire length through 
Waban, and along Washington street 
on tlie south sidewalk from Beacon 
street to the Levi Warren junior high 
school. 

Because of the import of this matter 
and the fact that it is in direct oppo- 
sition to the rule which lias heretofore 
been in effect in Newton and else- 
where, the Claims and Rules Commit- 
tee decided to obtain the views of peo- 
ple and organizations throughout the 
Newtons. Women’s clubs, village im- 
provement societies and other clubs 
will br requested t<> express their 
views on this question during the next 
few months.

SCIENCE 



John Randall Dunn, C.S.B., Authorized Christian 
Science Lecturer, Speaks To Large Audiences 
At Community Theatre, Newton, and at First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, Newtonville. 


The lecture on Christian Science at 
the Community Theatre, Newton, last 
'Sunday afternoon drew, what was 
probably, t lie largest audience ever 
seen there. So many were turned away 
that the lecture was repeated the snme 
afternoon in the Christian Science 
Church in Newtonville where a sec- 
ond audience heard it. 

The lecturer was introduced by 
Francis W. Davis, the First Reader of 
tlie Newton church, in these words: 

In t lie third chapter of the Gospel 
of Matthew, we find John the Baptist 
preaching to multitudes in the wil- 
derness of Judea and crying, ns was 
prophesied by Isaiah, "Prepare ye the 
way of the Lord, make His paths 
straight." 

Later we find Jesus of Nazareth, 
after his forty days and forty nights in 
the wilderness, bringing that glorious 
hcnling message, the Sermon on the 
Mount and later healing all manner 
of sin, disease and death. Now, after 
centuries of darkness, we find Chris- 
tian Science, another message to all 
mankind, bringing healing and regen- 
eration. and leading out of the wilder- 
ness of inconsistent beliefs about God 
and man, into the light of spiritual 
Truth. 

That this Truth may properly come 
before the world, members of the 
Board of Lectureship of The Mother 
Church, The First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, of Boston, have been com- 
missioned under the Manual of The 
Mother Church to "prepare the way 
of the Lord, and make His paths 
straight.” 

We are going to have the privilege 
of listening to a member of tills 
Board of Lectureship this afternoon. 
The title of the lecture assures us of 
a healing message — "Christian Sci- 
ence, The Liberator of Mankind." It 
will tell us of our present rightful 
freedom. First Church of Christ, Sci- 
entist, of Newton, is your host and 
bids you a cordial welcome. To para- 
phrase one of our hymns, let us open 
wide the doors of our thought and let 
in the light of Truth. So shall we 
find the peace "which passetli all un- 
derstanding." It is now my happy 
privilege to introduce the lecturer, Mr. 
John Randall Dunn, of Boston. 

Mr. Dunn spoke as follows: 

The widespread interest in the sub- 
ject of Christian Science, in this and 
other lands, is traceable directly to 
the fact that enslaved mortals are find- 
ing in its spiritual teaching that liber- 
ator graphically pictured by Isaiah as 
sent "to preach good tidings unto the 
meek: .. to bind up the brokenheart- 
ed, to proclaim liberty to the captives, 
and the opening of the prison to them 
that are bound." The attempts of 
some misinformed critics to prove that 
Christian Science is not this liberator, 
that the sick are not healed, the sin- 
ning reformed, nor the sorrowing com- 
forted through its ministrations, are of 
course of little moment in the pres- 
ence of an ever-increasing host of wit- 
nesses testifying to the fact that 
whereas they were bound physically, 
mentally, or morally, now they are ex- 
periencing through the teachings of 
Christian Science a greater measure 
of health, freedom, and happiness than 
they have ever known. 

In the past few years it has been my 
great privilege to attend Christian Sei- 
ence services, and talk with students 
uf Christian Science in many lands 
in Great Britain, Continental Europe, 
South Africa, Australia. New Zealand, 
the Philippines, the Orient, the West 
Indies, Alaska, and in hundreds of 
places in the United States and Cana- 
da: and if a stenographic report could 
have been taken of all the testimo- 
nies of healing and regeneration I 
have heard, it would make a record 
filling volumes. 

GAMALIEL’S ADVICE 

What would those who fancy them- 
selves opposed to this spiritual teach- 
ing liuve its students do? Would they 
ask the man who states, and whose 
family corroborut >s his statement, that 
he has been freed from the torments 
of alcoholism, to go back to his appe- 
tite and his bondage? Would thoy hid 
the infidel who through Christian Sci- 
ence has become a believer in and 
lover of the Bible, discard that holy 
volume, and tread again his cheerless, 
godless roud? Would they bring back 
the pain and anguish which in the 
cuses of thousands of men and women 
and little children hnvo boon banished 
by the touch of this healing evangel? 
Suroly this is no time to oppose the 
coming to saddened humanity of a 
spiritual message the certain effect of 
which is tho uplift and comfort of 
mankind. It might be recommended 
therefore, to those who feel called up- 
on to ridicule and rovilo tho Christian 
Scientists, that perhaps tho safest and 
most Christian attitude for them to 
assume is to bo found in Gamaliel’s 
ampul advice to the would-be perse- 
cutors of tho Apostles as recorded in 
tho fifth chapter of Acts: "And now 1 
say unto you, Refrain from these men, 
and lot them alone: for if this coun- 
sol or this work he of men, it will 
come to nought: but if it be of God, 
ye cannot overthrow It; lest Imply ye 
be found even to fight against God.” 


THE COMING OF THE LIBERATOR 

There is not n people on the face 
of the earth that is not yearning for 
the comfort and healing and joy that 
follow in the wake of this spiritual 
teaching. In many countries that one 
visits to-day, one senses a feeling akin 
to dismay over the increasing discord, 
unrest, and turmoil. What does it all 
mean? Christian Science answers, 
in the words of Christ Jesus, "When 
these things begin to come to pnss, 
then look up. and lift up your heads: 
for your redemption draweth nigh.” 
The Master plainly foresaw that an up- 
heaval. a bringing to the surface of 
the hidden errors of the carnal mind, 
would accompany the appearance of 
that promised “spirit of Truth” which 
was to redeem and save mankind. In 
fact, Christian Science is explaining 
the present world-wide fermentation, 
and bidding mortals to see therein 
evidence that "the night is far spent, 
the day is at hand.” And should it 
seem surprising that it was the gentle 
voice of a woman that was appointed 
to bring this message, assuring the 
saddened and fearing children of men 
with all the tenderness of the mother- 
thought, that God is indeed able to 
care for Ills creation, to heal and to 
save? We have only to remember the 
pure Jewish maiden, whose uplifted 
sense beheld, and brought into demon- 
stration, the fatherhood of God: the 
repentance and gratitude of the Mag- 
dalen: the faithfulness of the women 
"last at the cross and first at the se- 
pulchre”; and likewise the fidelity and 
devotion of the woman-thought through 
all the centuries to that which points 
to faith and purity, — we have only to 
remember these, should the human 
mind find it difficult to accept the fact 
that Truth has spoken to this age 
through a woman. 

PREJUDICE AGAINST MRS. EDDY 

I regret to confess tho fact that be- 
fore I knew anything about Christian 
Science, before I had read a line of its 
authorized literature, or attempted to 
prove by demonstration its truth or its 
error, I was one of that now rapidly 
decreasing number of persons who 
seem to take special delight in mak- 
ing flippant and unchristian remarks 
about Mrs. Eddy, the Discoverer and 
Founder of Christian Science, and in 
laughing at the movement in general. 
I was quite sure that Christian Scien- 
tist worshiped Mrs. Eddy and that her 
system of healing was only will-power 
or the human mind over matter. In 
fact, my fund of information as to 
what Christian Science does not teach, 
reminds me of the immigrant apply- 
ing for admission to this country, who 
was asked if he was familiar with the 
Constitution of the United States. He 
replied: "Indeed I am. I lenrned to 
sing it when I was a boy!” 

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE NOT 
SUGGESTION 

But when at last I read the Chris- 
tian Science textbook, "Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures” by 
Mary Baker Eddy, and when I had at- 
tended a few services, I found that 
which no impartial investigator could 
fail to discover: that Christian Scien- 
tists worship the supreme and only 
God and entertain for the revered 
Leader of their movement only senti- 
ments of affection and deep gratitude. 
I found, instead of a system of ma- 
terial philosophy, dealing with the 
action of will-power and suggestion, 
the purest Christian metaphysics, 
based upon a spiritual sense of the 
Scriptures. Well may we rejoice that 
Mrs. Eddy, during her search after 
Truth, had investigated so-called mag- 
netic healing, and mind-cure based 
upon hypnotic control, and found such 
systems not only devoid of spirituality, 
but positively iniquitous: and even a 
casual glance through the pages of 
tho textbook should convince any fair- 
minded person that Christian Science 
Is as far from hypnotism and sugges- 
tion as'is Christ from Belial. 

THE DISCOVERER AND FOUNDER 
OF CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 

As to that rovered gentle woman, 
through whose spiritual vision the 
Simple healing truths of the Bi- 
ble are today made available for 
those who sit in darkness, I need say 
only this: Her character neods no de- 
fence; by her fruits shall she be 
known. Go with me, for example, to 
a certain home I know of in far-off 
Australia. Lot the husband and father 
tell of his beautiful redemption 
through Mrs. Eddy’s teachings. Ho 
had scarcely known a sober moment 
for over thirty years, during which 
time he consumed, on an average, one 
bottle of whisky a day. Let him tell 
of that wonderful moment when some- 
one induced him to read Mrs. Eddy’s 
book. "Science and Health with Key 
to tho Scriptures,” and how, after 
reading not more than fifty pages, lie 
found himself freed from the curse of 
alcoholism. Let him then tell of IiIh 
homecoming after his healing. It 
seems that he and his wife, although 
living under tho same roof, had not 
spoken to each other for three years. 
But when ho returned to his home 
with God in his heart and a song on 
his lips, his wife met him and they

embraced tenderly, beginning there 
and then a new life together. Then 
try to convince that man and woman 
that the Discoverer and Founder of 
Christian Science was a fraud! They 
will tell you with eyes dimmed with 
tears of gratitude that they know that 
the woman who penned the words 
that brought such healing to their 
home must have walked and talked 
with God! . 

PRESENT-DAY SALVATION 
Christian Scientists know that Mrs. 
Eddy did not originate Christian Sci- 
ence; she dis-covered it— in other 
words, brought it to light. The balm 
of Gilead which she has revealed for 
the healing of tho nations is not of 
her creating, nor is it a restatement of 
ancient or modern material philoso- 
phy. It is the simple, unadulterated 
message of salvation from sin, disease, 
and death taught by the Master and 
his apostles and the prophets who pre- 
ceded them. I once asked a woman 
seeking help in Christian Science if 
she understood the meaning of the 
word "salvation." "Indeed I do," was 
her response. "I was saved when I 
was eighteen.” “From what were 
you saved?” I ventured to inquire. 
"Why, I was saved,” she explained. 
“You know Jesus died to save me.” 
“To save you from what?” I persisted. 
"Have you been saved from sin all 
these years?” "No,” she admitted 
honestly, “I cannot say that I have.” 
"Have you been saved from sick- 
ness?” “No,” she replied sadly, "I 
have been a terrible sufferer for 
years.” "Did your salvation include 
deliverance from heartache, from fear, 
from worry, from poverty?” “No," 
she said, “I suppose my salvation was 
reserved entirely for the future life.” 

JESUS’ DEFINITE INSTRUCTION 
Is it not strange, this seemingly uni- 
versal misunderstanding among pro- 
fessing Christians regarding the teach- 
ing of Jesus upon this vital point? In 
the tenth chapter of Matthew we find 
these definite instructions given by 
the Master to his students: "Go ... to 
the lost sheep of the house of Israel. 
And as ye go, preach, saying, The 
kingdom of heaven is at hand. Heal 
the sick, cleanse the lepers, raise the 
dead, cast out devils: freely ye have 
received, freely give. Provide neither 
gold, nor silver, nor brass in your 
purses . . . for the workman is wor- 
thy of his meat." “The kingdom of 
heaven is at hand”! In the Christian 
Science textbook we read that heaven 
is harmony. ( Therefore the message 
of the Saviour, which indeed is "good 
tidings of grent joy” to the bound and 
afflicted of earth, is that harmony, de- 
liverance, and salvation from sickness, 
sin. and discord are at hand, and are 
to be realized in the proportion that 
mankind lifts its thought from the 
material and lays hold on the spiritual 
facts of being. 

DEFINITION OF HELL 
At this point someone may say, "If 
you believe that heaven is harmony, 
or ‘a divine state of Mind’ (Science 
and Health, p. 291), then 1 suppose 
that Christian Scientists do not be- 
lieve in hell." Unfortunately most of 
them do, and they are trying hard to 
get out of it*. Let us read the Chris 
tianly scientific definition of "hell” 
(Science and Health, p. 5S8): "Mor- 
tal belief; error: lust: remorse: ha- 
tred: revenge: sin: sickness; death: 
suffering and self-destruction: self- 
imposed agony: effects of sin: that 
which ‘worketh abomination or maketh 
a lie.’ ” Now most of us find ourselves 
in one or more of the conditions of 
thought just described, and the in- 
sistent yearning of all mankind is for 
deliverance, for harmony, for heaven. 
How is this to he attained? By will- 
power? By forcing ourselves to think 
thoughts of •health, rather than 
thoughts of sickness? By no means. 
Would a teacher say to a class in 
school, "Children, clench your fists, 
close your teeth hard, use all the de- 
termination and will-power at your 
command, and say, ’Five times five 
must equal twenty-five’”? Never. A 
teacher imparts to his class the truth 
about arithmetic, and that truth quiet- 
ly enters the pupils' thought and gent- 
ly displaces the ignorance which be- 
fore held sway. Will power has ab- 
solutely nothing to do with it. Nor 
can will-power or suggestion or any 
action of the carnal mind carry us 
from hell to heaven, from discord to 
harmony. The remedy lies in the 
simple rule left by the Master: "This 
is life eternal, that they might know 
thee the only true God. an 1 Jesus 
Christ, whom thou hast sent." Salva- 
tion, then, is a matter of knowing the 
truth about God and the son of God 
and as Jesus says in another place, 
when you know the truth, the truth 
shall nmlje you free. 

Let no ono think, however, that the 
working out of one’s salvation through 
knowing the truth is always along a 
path of flowers. Spiritual unfoldmeut. 
tike a child's material education, in 
volvos wrestlings with self-will, bat 
tlings with discouragement, and even 
the encountering of temporary defeats, 
until the human is brought into sub- 
jection to tho divine. But in our 
spiritual education wo have the com- 
forting assurance that it is not human 
will hut God that worketh iu us "both 
to will and to do of His good 'plea- 
sure." 

BASIS OF CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 
Let us now consider the basis of 
Christian Scienoe; let us find the 
truth about God and man ^yhicb it 
reveals that truth which IsMostined 
to liberate the race. Science and 
Health in a few words sums up the 


remarkable discovery of the truth of 
being. We read (p. 259): "The Uhrist- 
1 ike understanding of scientific being 
and divine healing includes a perfect 
Principle and idea, — perfect God and 
perfect man, — as the basis of thought 
and demonstration.” "How can the 
statement be made that man is per- 
fect?” someone may inquire. “Cer- 
tainly this material, sick, sinning, dy- 
ing mortal is anything but perfect.” 
Christian Science agrees promptly 
with this statement, and asks, but does 
weak, suffering mortality constitute 
God’s man? The first chapter of Gene- 
sis states plainly that the man of 
God’s creating is made in the image 
and after the likeness of his creator. 
If God is admitted to be Spirit, or 
Mind, then the perfect man of His 
creating, to be like his Maker, must 
be mental, spiritual. Therefore this 
material, sinning, imperfect mortal is 
not God’s man at ail. The Apostle 
Paul makes this clear in his famous 
statement in Romans. "They which 
are the children of the flesh, these are 
not the children of God.’ 

ILLOGICAL DOCTRINE 

For centuries have mortals refused 
to reason about the facts of creation, 
as stated in Genesis. Blindly have they 
accepted the illogical doctrine that a 
spiritual cause could produce a ma- 
terial effect: that a God who is Spirit 
could create His unlikeness, a material 
man, and that this man was quite 
good and harmonious until a woman 
was fashioned from one of his ribs and 
shortly thereafter trouble began! In 
other words, this good, spiritual mor- 
tality fell into sin, and became bad or 
fallen mortality; as if mortality, signi- 
fying tlmt which is fleshly and dying, 
could ever be good or spiritual! 

"LET US REASON TOGETHER" 

What wonderful service has Mrs. 
Eddy rendered theology here. She 
calls on mankind, in the words of 
Isaiah, to “come . . . and let us rea- 
son together" about the great facts of 
being. First, she avers with faultless 
logic, that a God who is Spirit could 
not create a man the opposite of Him- 
self. Can light beget darkness? Cer- 
tainly not. Nor can Spirit beget that 
which is unlike Spirit. Next, Mrs. Ed- 
dy calls attention to the fact that 
nothing ever happened to that spirit- 
ual creation which God pronounced 
very good. In the second chapter of 
Genesis we read that a mist went up 
from the earth, and with the coming 
of a mist seemed to appear mortality, 
or a man made from dust. But does a 
mist destroy anything? No. it only 
hides. So God’s perfect creation must 
be as beautiful and intact as when the 
morning stars sang together. It has 
only been hidden from mortal gaze by 
the mist, or mesmerism, if you will, of 
material sense — by ignorance of the 
true God. And from this ignorance, 
this mistaken view, and not from a 
loving Father, comes this mortal, 
sinning sense of existence, this sense 
of a fallen, depraved man. the oppo- 
site of God’s image and likeness. 
Therefore with boldness, but that bold- 
ness born of unassailable logic and 
proof, does tin* Discoverer and Found- 
er of Christian Science state that 
there is in truth but one creator and 
•ne creation, one God, one man. and 
that man spiritual and harmonious 
now. On this basis, and this alone, 
can the sick he healed, the sorrowing 
comforted, and the sinning reformed. 

IS MAN BOTH SPIRITUAL AND 
MATERIAL? 

"But," may interpose someone. "I 
certainly seem to be material. Why is 
it not correct to say that man is both 
spiritual and material?” 

Let this question be answered by a 
simple illustration, although all ma- 
terial similes necessarily have their 
limitations. But this may help one to 
see why Christian Science insists that 
there are not two men, one spiritual 
and one material, but one alone — the 
spiritual harmonious man of God’s 
creating. And it is the clinging to 
the spiritual fact of being, and resist- 
ing and repudiating the material seem- 
ing. that enables the scientific Chris- 
tian to banish the mist of sickness 
and sin. 

LEGEND OF THE LOST PRINCE 

Now for the illustration: The story 
is told of a young prince, who, when a 
very small child, became separated 
from* his nurse, and wandered into 
some woods where roamed a gypsy 
baud. The gypsies carried the little 
fellow away with them, and brought 
him up as one of their own. Living 
in the great out-of-doors with his cap- 
tors. before many years he became 
nearly as swarthy and browned as the 
gypsies. He wore gypsy clothes, spoke 
the gypsy tongue, and was given a 
gypsy name. To all intents and pur- 
poses, there was a gypsy, lie certain- 
ly looked like one. and thought he was 
one. When he arrived at manhood’s 
estate, the gypsy band again roved to 
the woods near the palace, and a dear 
friend of tin* king who had never 
ceased seeking for the prince, saw 
him. and in spite of the gypsy appear- 
ance. recognized him immediately. 
Knowing something of the gypsy 
tongue In* said to the young man, "Do 
you know who you are?” The other 
regarded him with a puzzled look. 
"Do 1 know who 1 am ”' he answered, 
"of course 1 do." And he gave a gyp- 
sy mime. "Ah," said the friend, "but 
that is not your real name. For the 
truth about you is that you are the 
son of our king!” The young man 
shook his head. "You are mistaken,” 
said he. "I am not the king’s son l 
am a gypsy.” "1 know you jivm to 
be,” said tin* friend! "but the fact is, 
you are not.” 


"If what you say is trne," replied 
the other, "there must be two of me — 
this gypsy here, and the son of a king, 

I don't know where toe to." 

"No,” persisted the friend, "there 
is only one of yon, and I am telling 
you about that one. That one is the 
son of our king.” 

Then said the young man, and he 
confidently expected that this question 
would settle the matter: "If I really 
am this son of the king, where did 
the gypsy come from?” 

The friend replied that he would 
discuss the question of the gypsy no 
further, for he was not a gypsy: in 
fact, the only place a gypsy seemed to 
exist was in his ignorance, his mis- 
conception as to his origin: for all 
the time he hail been the son of the 
king. 

VICTIMS OF IGNORANCE 

And how like the experience of 
mortals has this been! Victimized by 
ignorance of the true God and the 
true man. the true Father and true 
son, mortals have accepted this ma- 
terial Adam-view of creation. They 
speak the tongue and think the 
thoughts of materiality. They adopt 
the customs of the race of Adam in 
expecting and experiencing sin, sick- 
ness. trouble, limitation, imperfection, 
old age. and death. And when the 
Science of Christianity, tho spiritual 
truth taught by Jesus, which is thn 
best friend mankind ever had. pro- 
claims the fact that man is spiritual, 
the image of Spirit and the son of 
the King, the average mortal looks at 
his mortality, accepts as truth that 
which he sees with his eyes and hears 
with his oars, and says dubiously. ' 
"How can I believe if Don’t I know ! 
that I am material?" 

BASING CREATION UPON MATTER I 
INSTEAD OF SPIRIT 

The impossibility of working from ! 
two standpoints, one spiritual and the ! 
other material, was illustrated in the I 
following experience: A man of my I 
acquaintance was literally going to 
pieces with drink. He tried different 
"cures," but all to no avail. Finally a 
friend asked me if I would try to 
"use my religion on him.” as he ex- 
pressed it. I knew nothing about 
Christian Science at the time, but was 
a member of a Christian church. I 
might say that ray understanding of 
creation began with the second chap- 1 
ter of Genesis, rather than the first — 
with the Adam-mnn, rather than with 
the spiritual image and likeness of | 
God of the first chapter. It was not 
long before I had an opportunity to J 
"use my religion." The man in ques-j 
tion was just recovering from a pro- 
longed period of intoxication, and I | 
sought an interview with him. Telling j 
him that I and his other frieids were ; 
earnestly desirous of helping him. I 1 
launched forth into a stinging indict- j 
ment of his evil ways. 1 graphically j 
pictured his weakness, his submission ! 
to appetite and its consequent degra- J 
dation. My thought was first to con- 
vince him how bad he was. and then j 
to bid him with God’s help rise above ; 
his sin. But I had proved a bungling I 
comforter. I had so convinced him 
that the truth about him was that he J 
was a degraded, weak, sinning son of i 
Adam, and not that he was a spirit- j 
ual son of the King, with dominion 
over all the earth, that I was informed j 
later that the poor fellow was not so- ! 
her for two weeks after 1 had finished I 
"using my religion.” T respectfully j 
submit that there was something radi- 1 
cally wrong with that treatment. 
Ami I believe every thinking person 
can see where the error lay: 1 made 
Adam, materiality, my starting poiut. i 
and saw it as the truth, rather than ; 
God’s spiritual creation. 

HEALING FOLLOWS CORRECT ! 

VIEW 

Let me. by way of contrast, draw 
another picture. A man victimized by I 
the appetite for liquor, drugs, or to- 
bacco, seeks out a Christian Science J 
practitioner. In the course of his , 
work the Scientist may find it neces- 
sary to utter a strong and awakening 
rebuke, but he realizes that he is re- 1 
bukiug evil, and not man. Should one ! 
see a beautiful butterfly caught in a ; 
spider’s web, would one say: "Look at, 
that wretched butterfly!" Certainly 
not. The condemnation or rebuke 
would be for the spider and its web, 1 
not for the butterfly. Now the Chris- j 
thin Scientist, basing his argument j 
on the goodness of God and man's i 
eternal likeness to his Maker, pro- j 
coeds to thank the Father that His ; 
image must be undefiled, pure, and 
harmonious, now and forever. He. ! 
therefore, is not striving to change 
man, but to reveal man: and as he 
refuses to be mesmerized by the gyp- 1 
sy -appearance, and clings to man’s ; 
present dominion and satisfaction as ! 
the son of tin* King, in that proportion ! 
will that which is called healing take' 
place. 

THE PROBLEM OF INTEMP- 
ERANCE 

Let us consider for a moment the 
problem of intemperance. Mrs. Eddy 
was a staunch prohibitionist. Loyal 
Christian Scientists unite with clean- 
minded citizens in upholding the cause 
of temperance in every land. What 
would be thought of a man or woman 
professing to lu* a Christian Scientist, 
and therefore a believer in law. de- 
liberately violating a nation’s laws, 
or attempting to undermine them? 
Such a picture is unthinkable. But 
there will be no need for prohibition 
laws when every citizen is a Christian 
Scientist. Why? The Christian Sci- 
entist does not indulge iu intoxicants 
for the simple reason that he has 
learned that there is no real pleasure 


or satisfaction in such indulgences. 
Many turn to so-called stimulants be- 
cause they crave a feeling of well- 
being, supposed to follow in the wake 
of strong drink. The Christian Scien- 
tist has found a more excellent meth- 
od. He strives to partake of the wine 
of inspiration, rather than the wine 
of fermentation, and through the 
knowing of that Love "divinely near"

WOMEN’S CLUB ACTIVITIES 

■(Died by KMMA D. OOOLfDGE 


GENERAL FEDERATION 


BIENNIAL COUNCIL. After hav- 
ing invited the Clubwomen of the Unit- 
ed States, one might almost say of the 
world, since delegates came from sev- 
eral far countries, to enjoy a week In 
May In a climate that Is always sched- 
uled to he perfect for activities in that 
month, the weather played a most un- 
kind trick upon the hostess Federation 
of Massachusetts, giving the hottest 
week ever recorded, and typical of 
July rather than of May for this part 
of the country. Yet, In spite of the 
heat, sessions went forward with vim 
and enthusiasm in the Convention 
Hall at Swampscott, and pleasures 
planned were carried through. 

No more widely different could have 
been the two offerings of the Biennial 
Council, on one side the serious pur- 
pose of business and on the other most 
elaborate and delightful social func- 
tions. Both illustrated fully the char- 
acter and charm of the women In of- 
ficial stations. Surely It symbolized a 
balance attained that speaks eloquently 
of the study that women gave to their 
new obligations as citizens of the Unit- 
ed States, and of the world. Not only 
have they retained — and they grace 
every occasion with even more beauty 
and poise than when this side of their 
life was the only one — the gracious- 
ness of the mistress of hospitality, 
they have asquired a business efficien- 
cy that proves that they have not tak- 
en for ganted political and civic view- 
point but have diligently and wisely 
set about learning the details and aims 
of their new duties. 

No report can give adequately the 
delightful friendliness and the hospit- 
able courtesies entended. These can 
only he touched upon in a few’ of the 
personal hits that may indicate some- 
what this part of the week’s events. 
Neither can any report give in ade- 
quate detail the wealth of valuable 
information on work and ideals of the 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
presented throughout these concentra- 
ted sessions, by officers of depart- 
ments, and by speakers especially pre- 
sented for their qualifications of 
knowiedge and experience. Here and 
there, accordingly, have been taken 
some of the features that may give to 
Clubw’omen an idea of the trend of this 
great organization, or of the scope of 
inquiries already taken up. 

Unlike the setting for our own State 
Federation meetings in Convention 
Hall, there w’ere a few additions as to 
decoration that made the scene even 
more inspiring, as indicating an even 
higher organization of women. Besides 
the usual draping of hunting, there 
w’as a thrill in the realization of the 
meaning of the tall standards with 
blue banners bearing the name of 
States that dotted the room, silent 
tribute and announcers that here sat 
voting delegates from a certain State. 
Fragrant cedars flanked the front of 
the hall, around the platform, and a 
hedge of the same attractive green 
formed the screening “footlight” be- 
hind which sat the many officers of the 
General Federation. Two microphones, 
into which the speakers gave their mes- 
sages with ease and assurance, at- 
tested the modernism of the conven- 
tion. 

About S00 delegates w’ere pres- 
ent at the opening session, but this 
number increased to over 1,400 before 
the week was over, and to this w’as 
added again nearly 1,500 Clubw’omen 
who came from their homes daily. 
These represented Clubs over 14,000 
affiliated with the national organiza- 
tion. with a membership of over 
2,500,000. 

In her report of the year’s work of 
her organization, Mrs. John F. Sippel, 
president, greatly amused her audience 
by saying that when her physician 
learned t lint she had travelled over 
40,000 miles making personal visits to 
State Federations he told her that 
her task required more energy than 
is expended by a ‘presidential candi- 
date. Incidentally, it was learned 
later, while discussion of raising a 
fund for the work of this organization 
was going forward, that the president 
has to spend about $G,000 a year for 
her own expenses connected with her 
official position. 

One of the most timely and signifi- 
cant reports of tiiis morning — Tues-

day — was that of Mrs. John C. Pear- 
son, head of the Department of Amer- 
ican Citizenship, who unged the dele- 
gates to obey the laws of the United 
States. 

The Federation should take the 
position,” she said, "of fighting propa- 
ganda that the 1 S t h amendment was 
forced upon the United States. We 
women know that prohibition was the 
outgrow’th of the concerted efforts on 
the part of the women of the nation. 

It came as a great need of a great 
nation. In Clubs and in public decla- 
ration we should stress the need for 
the enforcement of the 18th amend- 
ment, Observance of all the laws of 
the United States, including the 18th 
amendment, should rest individually 
on the shoulders of these 2,500,000 
women of the General Federation.” 

Winners of the $1000 in prizes of- 
fered by John Hays Hammond for 
essays on “Why Should I Vote?" w’ere 
announced by Mrs. Peterson, but none 
w’ere for Massachusetts contestants. 

The principal speaker at the morn- 
ing session w’as Ray M. Hudson, as- 
sistant director of the Bureau of 
Standards at Washington. 

“Women interested in operating 
their own homes economically ought 
to interest their men folks to operate 
their factories, shops and stores just 
as economically," he said. "The 
elimination of waste is the beginning 
of w’ealth.” 

Homemaking he exalted beyond any 
business or professional accomplish- 
ment of womankind. “Governments, 
politics, w’ar, business — none of these 
exercises so profound an influence 
over tlie destinies of man as house- 
keeping," said the speaker. 

“It engages the hearts and minds of 
more people and calls for higher quali- 
ties than any other occupation. Each 
w’oman faces it single-handed. To keep 
her house successfully, she must know’ 
an appalling number of things. She 
must know’ how to cook and food 
values, how to set a table attractively; 
how’ to make her home comfortable 
and inviting. She must know furni- 
ture, rugs and curtains; have an in- 
stinct for decoration and arrangement. 
She must know’ the worth of labor- 
saving devices and how to use them 
to save her own time and strength. 
She must know clothes, how to select 
and buy them, how to make them, and 
something about fabrics and modes. 
She must balance year in and year out 
the family budget and hold to or bet- 
ter the standard of living. 

“She must widen her own horizon, 
create social contacts and find time 
for some of the riches which the 
world offers under the labor of culture. 
She must raise children, care for them, 
and pilot them safely to the threshold 
of manhood and womanhood. She 
must know something of medicine, 
surgery, nursing, dieting, of education 
and of physical and moral training 

“She must learn to be patient and 
trust love. To her husband she must 
be a companion, a sweetheart, a wife 
and a mother. She must stir his am- 
bition, pull him through failure and 
keep him on the ground through sue 
cess." 

Mrs. Robert J. Burdette, extension 
secretary for International Clubs , 
gave the intensely Interesting 
nouncement of three new groups that 
have become members of the General 
Federation, — the Mexican Mothers’ 
Clubs, the Cairo (Egypt) Women’s 
Club, and the Pioneer Club of London. 

Mrs. Edwin Bevens, chairman of the 
Junior Clubs of the Federation, 
reported that such organizations 
throughout the country are assuming 
great importance in tlreir respoctiv 
communities. Each State organization 
has a different work. In New Jersey 
the State Federation is engaged in pro- 
viding Braile hooks for the blind. 

A point of interest to note is that 
during the Council the junior workers 
wearing dark green badges, fastened 
with minature apple blossoms, the 
State flower of Arkansas. 

Something of a victory was cele- 
brated on tills morning, in the an- 
nouncement t hat the campaign con- 
ducted for five years to have the 
housewives of the United States listed 
on the Census as something rather 
more indicative of their \1ilue in life 
than “unemployed,” had gained the 
promise from the Bureau of the Census 
that this Census would list them 
"home makers." 

A second national bit of importance 
was the favorable attitude of the dele- 
gates ou Mrs. Sippel’s resolution ask 
ing President Hoover to appoint 
“qualified women” to Federal posi- 
tions. 

In the midst of rumors last January 
that tlie President might appoint a 
woman to his Cabinet the Board of the 
Federation declared that no woman 
should be named for such a position 
merely because she was a woman but 
only because she was especially well 
qualified. At the time Federation 
leaders explained that they had no in- 
tention of opposing the appointment 
of a woman provided she were fitted 
for the post, hut many observers of 
the action construed iti ns being anti- 
feministic. 

So that now the Federation’s posi- 
tion has been made doubly clear by 
Mrs. Sippet's resolution in which she 
stated t lint "women have come to 
share equally with men the respon- 
sibilities of the electorate and are 
coming into legislative halls in in- 
creasing numbers und assuming ju- 
dicial responsibilities and should 
logically have a larger share in the 
administrative offices where the pol- 
icies of tlie executive departments of 
government are formulated, therefore 
the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs recommends to the President 
tlie appointment of qualified women 
to such positions." 

The observance of the Sunday pre- 
ceding Thanksgiving Day as Ameri- 
can Home Sunday, sabbatical leave 
for elementary and secondary public 
school teachers, the AH American ex- 
hibition of sculpture now in progress- 
in San Francisco and a national Au- 
thors’ Day were among the projects 
receiving favorable attention from the 
delegates. 

Plans for Inter-American co-opera 
tion, including the possibility of 
convening the 1931 Council meeting 
in Panama, were discussed. If the 
iiamn, it will be its 


first, meeting outside the 48-States, 
and such an occasion would mark con- 
siderable progress In drawing to- 
gether women’s clubs 'and government 
agencies of Pan-America. 

Exchange visits between the coun- 
tries of North, South and Central 
America are contemplated. 

On Wednesday, discussion of rais- 
ing fund - for the work of the G< 
Federation, especially its method of 
raising, almost resulted In many “un- 
pleasantnesses.” The plan was Mrs. 
Robert J. Burdette’s, chairman of the 
Board of Trustees. The “foundation 
fund." according to the plan presented 
is to be raised on a basis of $2,000,000, 
half of which will be given to the Gen- 
eral Federation and the other half will 
be turned back to the Clubs raising 
the money. 

The money is to be raised from the 
membership entirely and the methods 
employed will vary according to the 
Individual wishes of State Federations. 

The amount that now comes into 
the national treasury from the fen- 
cents-per-member tax on annual dues 
does not by any means pay for the 
ambitious projects which have made 
the Federation an educational power. 

The Federation's progressive under- 
takings have been -carried on, it is well 
known to members, though this fact 
was not brought out in today's dis- 
cussion. by the heads of departments 
and the officers dipping into their own 
pockets. This means self-denial on 
the part of officers, or else that the 
officers chosen must be wealthy wom- 
en. 

The States, one by one. voiced ap- 
proval of the plan, and named the 
amounts they would pledge. 

The length of sheets also occupied 
the minds of Club women of the coun- 
try this morning. 

Before they were half-awake they 
were trying to decide on the sheets. 
The questions came in their early 
mail to he answered before night. 
What they say will be taken as a fair 
indication of the way the woman's 
mind goes on standardization. 

Will they or will they not accept 
108-inch sheets? Would they object 
strenuously if every sheet on the mar- 
ket had a one-inch hem? 

The size of the sheets has caused 
more of an uproar in the convention 
than all the highbrow topics ap- 
proached thus far. The Club women 
were in a quandary about it. 

If they answer “yes,” will they 
eventually have to buy uniforms in- 
stead of different ensembles? Where 
will standardization lead? 

The country is the sickest place on 
land, contrary to the supposed health- 
fulness in the wide open spaces, ac- 
cording to Dr. W. F. Draper. Assistant 
Surgeon General of the United States 
Public Health Service. Dr. Draper an- 
nounced that there are about 1.000,000 
persons in rural communities incapa- 
citated all the time by sickness, much 
of it preventable. 

He declared that 70 per cent of the 
school children are handicapped by 
physical defects, mostly preventable 
or remediable. 80 per cent of persons 
of military age are ailing too much to 
do arduous labor, and about every- 
body else seems to have something 
the matter with him or her. 

Gov. Tobev of New Hampshire was 
the speaker on Wednesday morning, 
after the business session. He dealt 
with tlie importance in these days of 
electric power, of women studying the 
subjects, including the laws to regu- 
late and control power companies, 
the demands for wider distribution of 
service, and always the matter or 
rights, “complicated, but tremendously 
important”. 

"These things are challenges to 
your energies and your minds.” 

Congressman Edith Xourse Rogers, 
in the course of her address at a leg- 
islative luncheon Wednesday noon said 
that men change their minds as often 
as women and that they feel defeat as 
keenly as women do, if not more so. 
She advised women to think over reso- 
lutions before they send them to Con- 
gress. because many resolutions from 
women come poorly drawn: their ideas 
are vague and for that reason they 
have to be returned for proper phas- 
ing. 

Dr. B. I*. Scott, director of the 
Bureau of Restoration of the Pennsyl- 
vania Department of Welfare, ex- 
coriated the county and municipal 
jails of the country.

QNE THING AND ANOTHER 

^ By L. I>. G. BKXTLKY 


"Gone are the days of the city, town 
ami village lyceum courses — days of 
Henry Ward Beecher, John B. Gough, 
Wendell Phillips and others", writes a 
reader of this column. That Is all 
there is to the letter and it isn’t even 
signed, but enclosed is a precious bit 
of paper. I shall always treasure this 
enclosure, a small gray card on which 
is printed the following: 

Citizens’ Lyceum Course, Ward One, 
Newton. 

Lecture 

Hon. Wendell Phillips 

Subject, "The American Indian” 
Monday Evening, November 22, 1875. 

Practically fifty-four years ago. 
What a privilege the people of Newton 
had. I am obliged to use my imagina- 
tion But 1 can picture an earnest, 
thoughtful group, listening to the 
words of that great American whose 
knowledge was as wide as his sympa- 
thies and understanding. 

Today we have the advantage of the 
radio when well known men and wo- 
men would speak to us. They reach 
millions in this way and more di- 
rectly communicate their thoughts. 
But what about the reception, and I 
do not mean the workings of the ra- 
dio apparatus. What of the reaction 
upon the brains of the listeners? 

It may sound a trifle like an old 
fogy, but I am willing Jo wager that 
to see a man like Wendell Phillips 
and then to hear him meant more as 
an intellectual feat than listening to 
his voice “on the air". And I am 
brazen enough to believe that Wen- 
dell Phillips would have dismissed the 
radio suggestion. He had a message 
to deliver and so intensive was his in- 
terest in the things he did and said 
that talking into a microphone would 
not have satisfied him. 

Our present day speakers realize 
they must adapt themselves to modern 
conditions and for that reason have 
no hesitation in “going on the nir". 
They must feel, however, that they 
could do more with an audience be- 
fore them. It is too easy, this sitting 
back in a comfortable chair and hear- 
ing a voice in one’s own living room. 
It cannot stir the mind or the heart 
like an individual’s presence, his voice 
aud his gestures. Perhaps I am 
wrong, but the great orations that 
have been preserved for posterity 
were inspired and part of the inspira- 
tion came from the throng of eager 
listeners. 

Yes, the days of the city, town and 
village lyceum courses are gone but 
they have left their powerful impres- 
sions behind them — impressions that 
modern invention may equal or excell 
but never obliterate. 


"I What next? That is the question 
you ask yourself when you watch the 
operation of the latest invention in 
industrial science — the Temporator. 
Here is something which must be a 
great boon to manufacturers. In fact 
I am assured that wherever it has 
been installed there has been shown 
the deepest enthusiasm. Until some- 
body comes forward with the news 
of a remarkable mechanical device 
such as this we really do not appre- 
ciate the advance the industrial world 
has made and is continuing to make. 

In large plants, where they are ac- 
customed to have records of costs and 
productions kept by means of cards, 
slips of paper and account books it 
must indeed be a tremendous saving 
of labor and expense to have this new 
machine perform the same service as 
a large number of people, in far less 
time and at a cost that is so much low- 
er as to make an annual saving of 
thousands. 

I have had an opportunity to study 
this remarkable invention which is 
being rapidly adopted, I am credibly 
informed, by our manufacturers in 
this vicinity. From a central station, 
not unlike the switchboard of a pri- 
vate telephone exchange, one or two 
operators can keep in touch with 
every part of a big mill. Sub-stations, 
equipped with a dial similar to that 
used on the automatic telephone, are 
: set up throughout the plant. From 
each sub-station the foremen or the 
j workers themselves "dial” a contln- 
j uous report of the shop’s progress. 
The operator at the switchboard keeps 
the cards or job slips and fills in such 
information as is received from the 
sub-stations. There is no talking. A 
man “dials” in symbols that ure sim- 
ply arranged and easily understood, 
the record of his labor, the cost of the 
material used and all such vital in- 
formation as heretofore a group of 
clerks had to spend days copying-off 
from shop records. This information, 
recorded mechanically, appears be- 
fore the worker and also the switch- 
board operator simultaneously. There 
is no talking. Therefore, no time can 
be wasted in chatter over irrelevant 
matters, nor does it make any differ- 
ence how loud ure the ordinary noises 
of the plant since there are no voices 
to Ue "drowned out”. 

Talk of speeding-up production and 
preventing waste of labor and mate- 
rial — this invention gives a full and 
_ instanteous account of everything that 


is going on. All a manufacturer need 
do is to turn the operator of the 
switchboard and from that person 
loam the exact situation all over the 
entire plant at a single glance. How 
much more desirable than spending 
hours and possibly days in taking up 
each department’s condition with the 
foreman or designated head. 

The most impressive part of indus- 
trial science is revealed by the activi- 
ty of the creative and inventive minds 
that are always striving to perfect 
methods of production and reducing 
labor and material costs. The Tem- 
porator looks to me as If it might be 
one of the longest steps taken indus- 
trially this generation. I cannot help 
but ask — what next? 

I find I have developed an extraor- 
dinary taste for autobiography. Not 
that I have any intention whatever 
of writing one. That would be an ad- 
mission that one was prepared to 
quit all ordinary activities. No such 
idea is in my mind for I cannot con- 
vince myself that I would have any- 
thing of interest to offer, No, I prefer 
to read of the great and otherwise. 

One of the books that I have found 
most entertaining is “Up the Years 
From Bloomsbury” by the eminent 
actor, George Arliss, an Englishman 
who is very much at home in the Unit- 
ed States and whose popularity is 
well established. What readers of this 
column will enjoy especially is his 
whimiscal references to Boston where 
he seems to have been most happy. 
“I cannot sufficiently express my gra- 
titude to my Boston friends”, he de- 
clares. Then to show how much at- 
tention was paid him and how great- 
ly he appreciated it Mr. Arliss de- 
clares: 

"There is some difference of opinion 
between the inhabitants of Boston and 
those of other cities as to whether or 
not Boston is the Hub of the Universe. 
I take no side in this controversy, my 
knowledge of the universe being lim- 
ited largely, to streets considered suf- 
ficiently important in which to build a 
theatre and spots which are regarded 
as sufficiently near the noise and 
clatter of railways and street cars to 
make them desirable sites for the 
building of an hotel. But I will go 
far as to say that Boston is a very 
pleasant place to live in. 

“And if I may again give advice to 
my fellow man, I would suggest that 
when you are there should you be 
asking companionship — female com- 
panionship — don’t go to the dance 
halls amongst the flappers, but pick 
out some lady — almost any lady, over 
seventy, and if she takes to you you 
will have the time of your life. But 
don’t be put off with some immature 
substitute in the fifties or sixties; be 
sure that she has reached the allotted 
span of life”. 

Continuing. Mr. Arliss writes, "At 
seventy the Boston lady says to her- 
self. "I have done my duty as a wife 
and mother; I have earned the love 
and respect of my grandchildren and 
my great grandchildren; now I am 
going to have a good time”. But be- 
fore you attach yourself to the lady, 
you must be sure that you are in good 
physical condition; you will need all 
your strength. She will call for you 
in the morning at 10; if it is winter 
put on your woolen underclothing and 
get out your heavy coat, because it 
is probable she will have an open car 
waiting for you; she has had exper- 
ience and she knows that fresh air is 
good for you. 

“She will then proceed to take you 
everywhere; she will be splendid com- 
pany. chock-full of charm and infor- 
mation and high spirits. You will go 
to lunch in some historic spot where 
your body and mind will be simulta- 
neously fed. After that when you are 
thinking that she really to go home 
and lie down, she will help you into 
the car again and take you every- 
where else. 

“When eventually she lands you ex- 
hausted but happy at your hotel, she 
will bid you a hasty and affectionate 
good-by, advise you to rest a while 
and tell you that she lias just time 
to get to lier bridge party. When you 
wake up, after a few hours’ rest, you 
will realize wliat a wonderful time

you had. It is quite possible you will 
fall In love with her. I generally do.” 

If you happen to have spent n half- 
hour or so in n projection booth and 
then gono “back stage” to observe 
the loud-speakers you will have at- 
tained, if you haven’t it already, a 
profound respect for the "talkies” or 
the "squawkietones” ns Will Rogers 
calls them. There are, ns Is well 
known, several kinds of "talkies” so 
that the theatre equipment every 
where is such as to send forth both 
the voice that comes on the disc like 
the graphnplione or that which is one 
edge of the film. In the projection 
booth the voice is heard as plainly as 
if one were seated at the side of his 
victroln. That is necessary to assure 
the operator that things are going as 
they should. Moreover, there are tiny 
windows through which tho operator 
may watch the screen and observe 
how things appear to the nudienco. 

As I am not sufficiently familiar 
with matters of intricate mechanism 
I shall not attempt to describe what 
I saw. I am sure I should get all 
mixed up in my endeavor to properly 
use technical terms. Like many grate- 
ful but dumb people I was able mere- 
ly to gaze In open-mouthed astonish- 
ment and finally gasp, “Wonderful!”. 
This compact, delicate and slender 
contrivance made me think how differ- 
ent it was from the old magic-lantern 
of boyhood, when they opened a slide 
and pointed out things here and there 
that seemed to hold the key to the 
whole show I marvelled with pro- 
truding eyeballs. It was almost in- 
comprehensible. 

This I have set down to show what 
a deep admiration I hold for this in- 
vention. Moreover, when I learned 
that the depth of the sound — meaning 
the music or the voices of the players, 
— could be regulated, I was eager to 
turn the switches or screws or what- 
ever they were called just as a kul 
does with a toy. I wanted to monkey 
with it. And, like a youngster, I 
would have no doubt put it out of com- 
mission in no time. 

I wonder if I am wrong when I say 
that not all subjects are adaptable to 
the "talkies”. Assurance comes that 
the invention is By no means perfect. 
Maybe that explains everything, but 
some "talkies” do not register 100 
per cent with me and I exercise the 
great American privilege of “walking- 
out on the act” as they say in the 
theatrical profession. 

I want to see the "talkies" advanced 
and am sure that will be my happy 
lot, providing I survive the hot 
weather and other unexpected calami- 
ties. Still, I like the silent pictures, 
too, and a combination of both is good 
entertainment We musn’t sneer at 
inventions that admit imperfections 
for there is no question but all obsta- 
cles will eventually he overcome and 
we will have that which represents 
the fruit of genius and industry. Give 
us the best in everything and we’ll be, 
or should be, 'well satisfied. 

I hadn’t thought much of going 
away for the Summer. As a matter of 
fact I have always believed few places 
are more attractive in Summer than 
our own Garden City. There are many 
things that we are able to have at 
home that we cannot get when we go 
away. We frequently have no hesita- 
tion in depriving ourselves of some 
vital necessity merely for the sake of 
spending a vacation at a place other 
than our own home. The argument 
is advanced that one “is better off 
for a change.” 

Now I’m not sure that I am going 
to be able to stick to my theory that 
one is as well off In Newton as In 
any part of the universe. I have con- 
tended that to be the case even to 
friends who were headed for an ex- 
tended tour of the world. And as far 
as those people are concerned who 
think that playing one night stands 
with the aid of a motor car is good 
fun — well, I managed to laugh that 
off, too, at least to my own satisfac- 
tion. 

But this Summer I am getting ner- 
vous. Several things have come up 
which make me think I might be not 
only as well but a trifile better off if 
I remained out of towu for a while. I 
certainly have not enough pairs of 
shoes to have any of them destroyed 
permanently by the tar on the streets. 
I have in times past scraped tar off 
my shoes, but there is too much now 
and it’s too deep. One cannot avoid 
getting covered or at least getting 
one’s footwear all plastered. 

Then there’s the mess that the 
traffic tower in Nonantum square has 
made or rather that some people have 
made of it. Of course that will be 
straightened out — but when? If it 
takes as long to devise a scheme for 
getting the proper lighting equipment 
in good working order as it lias to get 
the tower built we will find that next 
Christmas the only lights on the tower 
will he those used to decorate it for 
the holiday. The regular traffic sig- 
nal lights won’t be ready as soon as 
that. 

Another thing that I don’t feel like 
hanging around to hear discussed is the 
coining mayoralty campaign. There is 
so much speculation connected with it 
and the weather is hound to he too 
warm for guessing contests. After 
all 1 have an Idea I’d better slip off 
for n vacation providing 1 am not 
obliged to stay home.

such an understanding as the friend 
had who knew that tin* prince was not 
a gypsy. To refer to this simile again, 
suppose the prince had said to Un- 
friend. “Won’t you pray for m< , that I 
may be healed of this gypsy sense?” 
Could one picture the friend then ad- 
dressing the Almighty and imploring 
Him to remove the gypsy? Such a 
prayer indeed would he asking amiss. 
That friend clings to the facts— com- 
munes, if you will, with the truth as to 
the prince’s being, and refusing to be 
swayed by the sense-testimony, 
eventually dispels the other’s ignor- 
ance. And what would he the first 
sign of an awakening with the prince? 
Would it not be an expression of joy 
and gratitude on meeting his parents 
and learning his real status? So the 
prayer that dispels the mesmerism of 
sickness, of pain, of helplessness, 
must not begin with such a phrase as, 
“O God, who hast seen fit to visit 
this child with affliction’’; rather must 
it be a song of thanksgiving that a 
loving Father hath already done all 
things well, and that His law never 
causes disease, but annihilates it. Did 
not Jesus preface his mighty work at 
the tomb of Lazarus with the words, 
“Father, I thank thee”? Gratitude, 
therefore, is not only a pleasing qual- 
ity to possess, but is the precious 
forerunner and certain syfnbol of an 
awakening from the Adam-dream of 
discord and distress.

Soon like a babe, 
she dropped off into a sweet sleep, and 
from that moment began the libera- 
tion. Within a short space of time she 
was whole. A miracle? No, the morn- 
ing light of gratitude broke into the 
dark chamber of ignorance, and she 
awoke to find herself not a diseased 
mortal, but the joyous, free child of 
the King. 

THERE IS NO DEFEAT 
“And yet,” says someone, "Christian 
Scientists have passed away. What 
do you say about that?” The Chris- 
tian Scientist admits with regret but 
not discouragement, his failure to 
measure up to the Christ-ideal in all 
cases. He is, however, tremendously 
grateful for the progress already 
made; and he refuses to admit that 
those who have passed from sight cling- 
ing to the glorious facts of being have 
gone down to defeat. They must he 
nearer the complete sense of domin- 
ion over evil by reason of each step 
Spiritward taken here; while those 
seemingly left behind experience a 
comforting and peace the world cannot 
comprehend, in the realization that 
God’s children are not separated, no 
matter what sense-testimony argues, 
and that the loving Father-Mother of 
all and His glorious family of undying 
ideas, are now rejoicing in an eternity 
of bliss together. More and more are 
Christian Scientists learning to look 
the so-called "last enemy” in the face 
and be undismayed thereby. Again 
and again is it being conquered, and 
more and more is its sting being re 
moved. "Behold,” said the Master, 
"I give unto you power to tread on 
serpents and scorpions, and over all 
the power of the enemy: and nothing 
shall by any means hurt you”! And 
our beloved Leader has given us a 
wonderful correlative statement in a 
letter which she wrote to a student, 
which was quoted in The Christian 
Science Journal of August, 1912, "Did 
you but know the sublimity of your 
hope; the infinite capacity of your be- 
ing; the grandeur of your outlook, you 
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snake and kid.

would let error kill itself. Error 
comes to you for life, and you give it 
all the life it has.” Here then is the 
clarion call to all students of Christian 
Science to take their stand with God. 
everlasting Life, and refuse to admit 
into their mental homes the terroriz- 
ing suggestions of the Adam-dream 
Refuse to be stampeded. Refuse to 
be dismayed. Refuse to give evil life. 
Rejoice that we are learning that sug- 
gestion and all evil are just being 
brought to the surface by Truth, to he 
relegated to their native nothingness. 
"AWAKE, THOU THAT SLEEPEST’ 
Someone may say: "But I have been 
striving so long, and yet do not seem 
able to gain this spiritual view.” Yes. 
some persons do seem to be heavier 
sleepers than others, and so require 
more time to be awakened; but this 
should furnish no excuse for self-con- 
demnation or discouragement. As a 
child, whenever I was ill and had a 
fever, even though such experiences 
were years apart I would have this 
nightmare: I would seem to be picked 
up by a mighty hand and carried out 
over the sea. farther and farther from 
the shore, never knowing at what mo- 
ment 1 would be dropped into the 
depths. The picture was so terrify- 
ing that invariably I would cry aloud 
in my sleep This would bring my 
mother speedily to my side and then, 
right through the awful dream-pictures 
and long before they faded from | 
thought. I would hear my mother’s ■ 
voice saying, "Why, little son, 1 am j 
here — mother is right here! everything 
is all right: see. it was only a dream!" I 
And oh. such a wave of gratitude 
would sweep over me. And while the 
waking was not always speedily ac- 
complished, there was nevertheless 
the blessed dawning sense that the 
unhappy vision was not true and that 
the mother was right there. And now 
to you and to me in the midst of our 
Adam-dream of sickness, of heartache, 
of fear, of limitation, and of ignorance 
sounds the voice of the Father-Mother 
God, saying gently: "Fear thou not. 
for I am with thee. Thou art my be- 1 
loved child in whom I am well pleased. 
All is good! Awake, thou that sleep- f 
est!” What if the awakening does 


seem slow? Thank God we have 
heard that materiality with its ills and 
woes does not constitute the truth of 
being; and are we being truly grate- 
ful for that? It is well to realize that 
gratitude is the sure symptom of an 
awakening: but ingratitude, impa- 
tience, and discouragement can mean 
only a prolonged slumber. 

CONCLUSION 

To earth's material dreamers, to 
the dream-troubled nations. Christian 


Science, the liberator of mankind, 
echoes this clarion call of Scripture: 
"Awake, awake: put on thy strength. 
O Zion: put oq thy beautiful garments. 
O Jerusalem, the holy city: . . . 

Shake .thyself from the dust; . . . 

Loose thyself from the bands of thy 
neck, O captive daughter of Zion 
. . . . Break forth into joy. sing to- 
gether. ye waste places of Jerusalem” 
. . . "for the Lord God omnipotent 
reisneth”!

WOMEN’S CLUBS

"There in one outstanding school of 
crime, with Its many branches scat- 
tered all over this country," said he. 
"This school Is the system of county 
and municipal jails in which nlne- 
tenths of our penal populaton Is to bo 
found. The county nnd municipal 
jails are failures, and before any real 
progress Is made In the alleviation of 
crime they must bo abolished. In 
their plneo should come the industrial 
farm, with Its hopeful aspects of re- 
habilitation and Its promise of re- 
duced taxation." 

Running the home is now as much 
a business proposition ns runing a 
factory or any other establishment," 
Dr. Josephine L. Pierce, chairman of 
the division of family finance, told 
delegates on Friday. 

"Just reflect upon the added diffi- 
culties of mothers and wives who run 
the home, brough about by the fact 
thnt $1.71 is required tdny to pur- 
chase what $1 would have bought in 
food, shelter, clothing and other ne- 
cessaries in 1913! 

"Women’s place In the American 
economic picture Is evidenced by Fed- 
eral Income tax figures, which show 
thnt she, ns a sex, owns 41 percent of 
the Nation’s material wealth,” Dr. 
Pierce declared. 

The meeting passed a resolution 
protesting against the use of the land- 
scape for advertising and urging the 
restriction of all outdoor advertising 
to commercial districts. 

A further resolution recommend- 
ing that Clubwomen give considera- 
tion to those firms which "do not 
desecrate the landscape with adver- 
tising” was also passed by the 
Council. 

Five thousand dollars was sub- 
scribed from the floor at the call of 
Mrs. Sippel president of the Federa- 
tion, when she told the members that 
without a subscription the Federation 
News, house organ of the Federation 
would be forced out of existence In 
July. The $5000 raised will keep the 
magazine going through the summer 
she said. 

The delegates impulse to give was 
doubtless quickened by one woman 
delegate who, after reminding her 
that they had spent "plenty” during 
the convention for dresses, marcel 
waves and sightseeing trips, outlined 
the imperative need for funds to keep 
the publicity mej^um in a healthy 
condition. 

Education and the American home 
shared the closing hours of the con- 
vention. This year the Department of 
Education has surveyed what the 
schools offer in differentiated educa- 
tion, and next year the resources of 
the organization will be used to study 
what are the needs and means of fit- 
ting the school to the child. 

Thirty of the State Federations 
maintain scholarship loan funds, 
Kansas holding first place with 
$31,000, Iowa coming second with 
$30,000 nnd Oregon. Ohio, West Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina following. 
Miss Cora Clinkscules of Greenville, 
S. C„ received the medical loan schol- 
arship, an award of $1000 per annum 
which is made every four years and 
continued for the next three. 

Among the speakers on May 30th 
was Dr. Orestees Ferrara, Ambassador 
from Cuba, who made a plea for the 
Federation to include women of 
Latin America in their work of fem- 
inism. 

A new system of co-operation be- 
tween the motion picture industry 
and public groups was detailed by 
Col. Jason S. Joy, studio relations di- 
rector for the Motion Pictures Pro- 
ducers and Distributors of America. 
Eight national organizations already 
have decided to adopt the plan and 
the Federation is participating 
through its Los Angeles branch. Each 
of those organizations will have a 
Hollywood committee of 30 members, 
five to serve on a pre-viewing com- 
mittee each day of the week. The 
opinions of the pre-viewers, without 
discussion or debate, will be filed in 
sealed envelopes and forwarded to 
the national motion picture chair- 
men of their respective organiza- 
tions. Indorsed pictures will have 
the advantage of publicity in the 
magazines of the various organiza- 
tions and the industry will receive, 
for Us future guidance, frank reasons 
in cases where the committee mem- 
bers do not recommend the pictures 
for all classes of audience. 

Indorsement of the plan was ex- 
pressed by Mrs. Ambrose N. Diehl of 
Pittsburg, national motion picture 
chairman, who said: "This is the first 
real opportunity we have had to know 
pictures in advance and to exerqise 
judgment in shopping for our film 
entertainment. If we patronize the 
pictures we recommend, the produc- 
ers nnd exhibitors will want to make 
and show more of like quality, ami 
will meet our requirements so raising 
the standards of films."

California, or Texas, or Oregon or 
Illinois or many another State. In 
the dinning room ten people at a table, 
and no two from the same state, with 
a Massachusetts hostess at each, and 
no two people at a table associated 
with the same branch of Club depart- 
ment work — Such was the intricate 
plan evolved by Mrs. Frank H. Stew- 
art of Newton Centre, and her corps 
of workers. 

At every place were daintily wrap- 
ped presents — small cans of a popu- 
lar brand baked beans: a rubicund jar 
of cranberries straight from Cape Cod. 
a box of candies made in Boston. It 
was like a Christmas party. 

Outside by the doorway, the orches- 
tra added to the environment, nnd 
having heard that Mrs. Sippel was 
from the Oriole city, struck up the 
melody, “Maryland. My Maryland”. 

Then "Dixie!" There is no melody 
that reaches the hearts of those living 
south of the Mason and Dixon line 
like this stirring tune. For the In- 
dia princess, Mrs. Eugene B. Lawson, 
"Indian Love Song.” and "Minneton- 
ka". 

There is no mistake about the sec- 
ond vice-president of the General Fed- 
eration being a princess. She has all 
the traditional regal dignity, and a 
beautiful humor, large, sparkling 
black eyes and a heavy coil of straight 
raven hair that have come down as 
an inheritance from her American In 
dian ancestors. 

There was something very imposing 
about her, as she came forth from :li 
cedars that bordered the platform t. 
sing her Indian songs. Wearing tin 
soft, fringed doeskin costume of tin 
Ojibways. beaded in beautiful pat 
terns, she might have stepped fr<>r. 
"the forest primeval" of our fort- 
fathers. 

' Hundreds of little hells tinkled ail 
about tlie borders of her skirts. They 
were the metal bugle beads that tipped 
the fringes. She stepped softly in 
her beaded moccasins, and the two 
long, black braids that fell, one at 
each side over her breast, were bound 
at the forehead with a beaded head- 
band of the Kiekapoo tribe. On her 
firm was a small headed bag of the 
doeskin. 

"Nin-go-me-ma" that was the name 
they called her. It sounded like music. 
Her grandfather gave it to her when 
she was born.

All the rest of the 
evening she carried it with her, say- 
ing how much she loved it ami what 
just this meant to her.

MAY HEALTH REPORT 


The report of the Newton Board 
of Health for the month of May shows 
that there were 41 cases of measles, 
33 cases of whooping cough, 14 cases 
of scarlet-fever and 7 of chicken-pox 
reported in this city during that 
period. Forty-three deaths occurred 
in the city during the month, two of 
which were caused by automobile ac- 
cidents and two by fatal burns. The 
Sanitary Division of the Health De- 
partment investigated 24 complaints, 
abated 36 nuisances and made 149 in- 
spections. The Milk and Food Divi- 
sion tested 25 samples of milk, in- 
spected 198 markets and provision 
stores and 28 bakeries.

Hearings Planned 
On Re-Zoning Land 

General Residence Districts May Be 
Changed 

City Clerk Frnnk Grant and his as- 
sistants are very busy again prepar- 
ing lists of property owners in this 
city to whom notices will he mailed 
regarding hearings which will lie held 
next month at City Hall on the mat- 
ter of changing much of t he general 
residence sections to private residence 
zones. Profiting from t he experience 
of last year t he hearings this year 
will deal with different parts of the 
city rather than having one hearing 
for the entire city. On July 8 the 
Claims and Rules CAmmittee of the 
Aldermen will hold a hearing to con- 
sider the proposed changes in Wards 
1 and 7. On July 9 the hearing will 
lie on the proposed changes in Wards 
2, 3 and 4. On July 10 the hearing 
will he on Wards 5 and 6. The hear 
ing held on December 14, 1928 was 
so largely attended that many per- 
sons were unable to gain admittance 
to the Aldermanic Chamber at City 
Hall where the zoning chnnges were 
discussed. 

At that hearing it was evident that 
many citizens had very confused 
ideas on the matter. Some appeared 
to protest whose properties were not 
affected. Others feared they could 
not build two-apartment dwellings 
should their property he placed in a 
private residence zone. This is not 
so. The main objects for which the 
changes are sought are — to prevent 
apartment houses from being erected 
promiscuously throughout the city to 
t lie detriment of attractive residence 
districts; to prevent existing estates 
from being sub-divided into small 
house lots on which cheaply con- 
structed dwellings will lie crowded by 
spculative builders who have ex- 
ploited Newton since the building 
boom started here eight years ago. 
The present use of existing buildings 
will not be affected by the changes 
and dwellings may be erected just as 
near the street lines as any exist- 
ing building located within 250 feet, 
provided no intersecting street inter- 
venes. 


REV. LAURENS MacLURE DELIV 
ERS BACCALAUREATE ADDRESS 

Rev. Laurens MacLure, D.D., of 
Grace Church, Newton, gave t he lmc 
calaureate address on Sunday evening 
to the graduating class of Hobart Col- 
lege at Geneva, New York. He advised 
Hobart men to hold up their heads 
because they are as well educated 
the graduates of Harvard or the other 
larger universities. He said, "Go out 
and meet tile world as Hobart men 
with courage and faith. Banish diffi- 
culty within you and you will not find 
so many without. Difficulty, after all, 
is a something within us.” Other re- 
marks made by Dr. MacLure in his 
address were — 

"It is the rich — those who are sat- 
isfied. who have become dulled and 
complacent, who are sent empty away. 
And it is the hungry — those who are 
keen with appetite — who are filled 
with good things. 

"Take care of your appetite If we 
were half as solicitous about our spir- 
itual and cultural appetite as of our 
physical what a different world it 
would he. You remember that in the 
revelation of St. John t ho Divine the 
final consummation of life is pictured 
as sitting down at the marriage sup- 
per of the lamb. What if, when we ar- 
rive at that end, we shall find ourselves 
without any appetite? 

"This college, and all other col- 
leges. are set to develop the cultural 
nd spiritual appetites of their stu- 
dents. With t he vigor of a good appe- 
tite men are going out to venture their 
future in the world. Let them go, then, 
remembering that difficulty, after all, 
is a something within us; that with 
sturdy faith in Christ, and what he 
.stands for and helps us to perform, 
we can do all tilings that make for 
real manhood and citizenship."

Nonantum Industries 
Seek New P. 0. There 

Petition Sent to Congressman Luce 
For New Station 

Editor, Newton Graphic, 

Newton, Mass. 

Dear Sir: 

I have read in tlie last week’s pub- 
liention of tlie Newton Graphic the let- 
ter of the Acting First Assistant Post- 
master General addressed to Con- 
gressman Luce similar to tlie one sent 
to me, containing the following para- 
graph. 

"There is a good Contract Station 
located at 334 Watertown street, 
wherefor tlie calendar year of 1928 
tlie stamp sales amounted to only $2,- 
900.00, and there were received ap- 
proximately 3.900 ordinary parcel post 
packages, and 9,000 registry, insurance 
and money order transactions were 
handled. This service appears to 
have been satisfactorily handled by 
tlie Contract Station referred to. and 
there is no reason why it should not 
be continued." 

In order that tlie readers of tlie 
Newton Graphic may be fully in- 
formed of tlie postal situations in No- 
nantum, I would say that unless one 
lives or does business in Nonantum 
lie cannot appreciate the deplorable 
condition of postal service that ex- 
ists there. In Nonantum we have tlie 
following industries: Earnshaw Knit- 
ting Mills, Futurity Mills, National 
Packaging Machinery Co., Belger Co. 
Inc., Raytheon Manufacturing Co. 
Bedford Knitting Mills and other 
smaller industries, and because of the 
limited supply of stamps and other 
necessaries carried by the Contract 
Station these industries and individ- 
uals are forced to patronize the New- 
ton Corner post-office or Newtonville 
post-office. The Contract Station is 
conducted by a local busy drug store, 
whose chief duty and interest is to 
attend to tlie trade rather than sell 
stamps, fill money orders, or register 
mail, and that accounts for tlie scarc- 
ity of postal business stated iti the 
above paragraph of tlie Acting First 
Assistant Postmaster General. 

The Earnshaw Knitting Mills alone 
is buying on an average of $900,00 to 
$1,000.00 worth of stamps per week, 
and when tlie Ratheon Mfg. Co. will 
he running in full force a similar 
amount will he used by them in mail- 
ing their parcel post packages. 

I asked tlie postal authorities why 
these industries and business men of 
Nonantum should lie subjected to tra- 
vel a mile and a half from their place 
of business in order to get their post- 
al supply, mail their parcel post, 
money orders and register their mail. 

A petition signed by all these in- 
dustries and business men lias been 
sent to Congressman Luce asking for 
improvement of a postal service in 
Nonantum and a favorable outcome 
is expected. 

The citizens of Nonantum would like 
to ask tlie postal authorities wliat 
business is there in Newtonville and 
West Newton, and other villages of 
the city that warrants them to hav 
a postal station, and none in Nonan- 
tum. which is the industrial centre 
of the City of Newton. I leave it to 
tlie readers of the Newton Graphic to 
answer this question.

Protest Against 

Automobile Building 

Petition For Hit Ion And Service Sta- 
tion Opposed 


A number of residents of Peabody 
and Bacon streets appeared before the 
Licenses Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen on Wednesday night to pro- 
test against the petition of the New- 
ton Mortgage Corporation for a per- 
mit to establish an automobile sales 
and service station at 26 Peabody 
street, Newton. 

Attorney William Hayden appearing 
for the petitioners informed the com- 
mittee that it is proposed to erect a 
fireproof salesroom for used cars on 
the vacant lot on Peabody street in the 
rear of the Washington Building 
which stands on the former Bacon es- 
tate. The two stores in the Peabody 
street end of the Washington Build- 
ing will he used as a salesroom for 
new cars. A one-story building 'on 
Bacon street at the rear of the Wash- 
ington Building will be joined to the 
proposed new structure on Peabody 
street and will be used as a service 
station. The salesrooms and station 
would be occupied by the Anderson 
Cadillac Company. 

Mr. Hayden explained that the New- 
ton Mortgage Corporation has a very 
large investment in the property in 
question, has added appreciably to the 
tax revenue received by the city and 
is entitled to the use of this property 
for reasonable purposes. He said that 
the location is in the business district 
and that persons residing in adjoining 
properties must expect that the prop 
erty will he used for business purposes. 
He argued that the building will im- 
prove rather than injure the proper- 
ties of the objectors; it will cause an 
attractive structure to lie placed on 
Peabody street in place of the vacant 
lot which is now used as a parking 
place for automobiles and will tend 
to lessen rather than increase traffic 
hazards on Peabody street. If the 
salesroom is not erected on the site 
ordinary stores may be and these 
would cause much more traffic conges- 
tion together with other objectionable 
features. 

Attorney James P. Gallagher for the 
objectors argued that to allow a serv- 
ice station and salesroom on Peabody 
and Bacon streets will greatly depre- 
ciate the values of nearby properties, 
change adversely the character of the 
neighborhood and cause an already bad 
traffic condition t<> become mnch 
worse. He told the committee that 
he represented 20 objectors to the peti- 
tion and urged that proper considera- 
tion he given to the rights of those 
who have been residents and property 
owners on these two streets for many 
years. 

Mrs. Isabella Kenna of 21 Peabody 
street objected to the permit being 
granted for the automotive building. 
She told the aldermen that she is a 
widow with several children depend- 
ent upon her. that her property will 
lie her principal source of income and 
its value will be much depreciated 
should any automobile salesroom lie 
built across from it. Referring to the 
congested condition of Peabody street 
because automobiles are parked there 
all day long and during the evenings. 
Mrs. Kenna stated that formerly there 
was a 30-minute parking limit on this 
street hut one night city employees 
"came and stole the limited parking 
signs." She expressed a preference 
for an apartment house on the site 
rather than an automobile building. 

Mrs. Kate Terrell of 14 Peabody 
street, also a widow with two children 
dependent on her. objected because she 
believes that if a service station is 
placed near her property it will not he 
possible for her to rent rooms. She 
stated there are 30 children residing 
on tlie street who will be menaced 
should more traffic come on it. 

Miss Bernie Veinot of 17 Peabody 
street objected to the granting of the 
permit. She called attention to the 
fact that of the 10 houses on Peabody 
street, 6 are owned by widows and one 
by a middle-aged single lady, all of 
whom must work hard for livelihoods 
and all of wnom are old taxpayers. 
She argued that it is not right for 
newcomers to arrive in the neighbor- 
hood with a proposition that will in- 
jure the values of properties owned 
by the oldtimers there. She asserted 
that even now Peabody street is so 
tilled with parked cars that residents 
there can find no room to park in

SPAIN CHOSEN TO 

LEAD EXETER 

Frank Spain, former Newton high 
three sports star athlete, now attend- 
ing Exeter academy, has been chosen 
to captain the 1030 baseball team. 
Spain is a Waban youth and when a 
freshman at Newton began an athletic 
career that bids fair to carry him far. 
While at Newton high he won nine 
varsity letters, four in hockey, three 
In baseball and two in football. Mak- 
ing the hockey team as a freshman he 
became the outstanding schoolboy 
player in his last season. At the end 
of the 1027 football season he was 
hosen to captain the 1028 eleven 
after an ankle injury had kept him 
out of the filial 1027 games. Prior to 
the beginning of the 1028 season Mis 
ankle was none too strong and in or- 
der to protect himself and save his 
best efforts for hockey and baseball he 
resigned from the captaincy of the 
eleven in a sportsmanlike manner. 

In the 102S state championship base- 
ball team Spain was an important cog 
in the infield and at bat. His brilliant 
playing at shortstop, his ability to get 
on base either by hitting or working 
the pitcher and bis all-round “heady" 
play brought him commendation from 
everyone. Consequently lie was 
chosen on all of the all-scholastic 
teams last spring and was awarded the 
mythical captaincy of nearly all. 

Last summer he kept up his game 
by playing shortstop for the Chatham 
team In the Cnpe Cod league.

Five of 
the thirteen New’ton batters In the 
last four innings went out by the 
strikeout route. Nichols was not In 
any trouble after the damaging sixth 
as O’Nell was the only man to reach 
first in the last three innings. O’Neil 
got his life on a wild throw by Wil- 
son. 


THE CURTAIN FALLS 

Newton high retained its Suburban 
league baseball championship for the 
second year with nine victories in ten 
games. Somerville high was the only 
league outfit to turn back the orange 
and black. 


In its other games Newton did not 
fare so well. They opened the season 
on a day more suited to football and 
handed Woburn high the game on a 
silver platter. They tried to give 
Medford the game but the latter 
handed it right back in the tenth in- 
ning. Next Newton led Boston Col- 
lege high by a comfortable margin for 
half the game and then tossed it away. 
Two weeks later the orange and black 
had to stage three rallies to wipe out 
a five run lead In the Malden game 
which had been built up largely 
through Newton errors, in order to 
win the game. On the last Saturday 
in May the orange and black took 
their hats over to Waltham but left all 
the hits at home. Waltham 1ms been 
noted for its weak hitting this season 
and perhaps the Newton boys thought 
they did not need hits to win. But 
they committed sufficient errors to al- 
low Coach Leary’s team to score six 
runs to Newton’s five. Then to make 
the season complete the Newton lads 
handed Boston English high the game 
in a manner described elsewhere. 


Newton owes the major part of its 
Suburban League crown to the first 
five men in Its batting order — namely 
Barry, Wilson, Andres, Fletcher and 
Nichols, with Reilly starting the team 
on t ho right road before reaching his 
twentieth birthday. 

Captain Fletcher led his mates with 
the stick with a season's average of 
.461. He hit safely in every game ex- 
cept the Waltham affair. His record 
included two home runs, two triples 
and six two-baggers. 


Arthur Wilson followed his captain 
with a mark of .438. He also led his 
teammates across the plate with 24 
runs. Wilson’s blows included two 
home runs and seven two base hits. 

Bill Reilly, besides turning in four 
Suburban league wins in five starts, 
hatted for .419 which put the orange 
and black in the race for the league 
hunting. 


Bartlett Nichols, like Fletcher, hit 
safely in all hut one game of the year, 
but unlike his leader, Nichols, ran 
his consecutive game string to 15 be- 
fore being halted by "lefty” Tamulis 
of Boston English, in the final game 
of the year. Nichols' mark was .368, 
and when Reilly was forced to leave 
the squad lie took over the mound 
duties in fine style. He chalked up 
four victories and no defeats in the 
league series, lmt was charged with 
the loss of the Boston English con- 
test. 


Phil Andres had a tough break in 
luck at the beginning of the season 
when lie suffered an injury to his 
neck. This prevented him from go- 
ing behind the bat where he undouht 
edly would have proved himself the 
best catcher in scholastic circles. He 
helped Nichols out of many holes in 
the last few games of the year when 
he finally was permitted to don the 
mil and mask. Fortunately for New- 
ton he could play the outfield where 
lie performed for most of the seuson. 
His hitting was a big help as he 
pounded the pill for .384. Only a 
ground rule at Victory field robbed 
him of a schoolboy record. This was 
in the second Everett game and upon 
tlu( insistence of Couch Gildea of 
that school tho ground rule was made 
that a hall hit over the leftileld fence 
was good for hut two buses where 
previously hit it had been a home 
run. Andres grounded to short on Ids 
first time up; hut the next four times 
at hat lie knocked the hall over the 
fence. On an open field the blows 
would have been over the left field- 
er's heud and quite easily would have 
meant home runs by speedy buso- 
runnlng. Never have wo heard of a 
schoolboy clouting four home runs in 
one game and on consecutive times ut 
hat, and it is tough to rob a player of 
such a mark by a ground rule. 

Since both the 1928 and 1929 New- 
ton high teams won the Suhurbun 
league title it Is quite fitting to com- 
pare the two outfits. Lust year the 
orange and black wus represented by 
one of the "sinartest" teams in its 
history. Tlioy were a classy fielding

TWO WIN PLACES 

ON ALL-SUBURBAN 


With the closing of the 1929 Sob- 
urban league baseball season comes 
the customary All-Suburban team se- 
lected by a composite vote of the 
coaches of the teams in the circuit for 
the Boston Transcript. Each coach 
picks the outstanding players on the 
five other teams in the league which 
ikes it a unanimous choice for any 
player receiving five votes. No coach 
can name any of his own players. 
Newton high. 1929 league champions, 
places two of its members on the All- 
Suburaban team— Captain Allie Flet- 
cher, one of the two unanimous 
choices, and Arthur Wilson, who re- 
ceived three votes. Phil Andres, who 
played most of the season as an out- 
fielder and who would probably have 
clinched the catching berth had he 


scored many runs. But yet the same 
1928 aggregation had to play Its best 
to score the runs to win. It had to 
resort to "heady” baseball to put the 
winning runs over. The hatting aver- 
age of the individuals and the team 
were none too high. 


This year it was an altogether dif- 
ferent story. The 1929 champions 
could spot any team in the league 
four or five runs and then go out and 
win. it was likely to break out with 
a big rally at any time, especially 
with the wrecking crew coming to 
hat. But in the field tho same team 
was the opposite. They were just as 
likely to give the opposition a few 
runs as they were to score them- 
selves. It was a free-hitting team, 
and while the 1928 outfit was a better 
hall team than the 1929, it is safe to 
say that the 1929 champion could heat 
the 1928 team three time out of five. 


The tightest place in the Newton 
infield tills yeur was at second base. 
Charlie Barry, while ho developed 
greatly as a hatter from wlmt he was 
at the beginning of the seuson, was 
not regarded as one of tho heuvy hit- 
ters on the squad. He ended the sea- 
son with a mark of .273. In tiie field 
he made many remarkable stops 
which pulled the chestnuts out of the 
fire on mure thun one occasion. 


The reuson the 1929 cliuinpions 
wore not as strong defensively as 
they might have been was becuuso of 
the fact that Couch Sullivan was 
forced to play them in uuuccustomed 
positions. The graduation or Spain 
left u hole at short which Fletcher 
tried to tin, hut his wild throws to 
first wore too frequent. This neces- 
sitated the changing of Fletcher to 
first when Payne failed to hit. Barry 
was a fixture ut second, Fletcher’s 
former position, as his arm was not 
strong enough to switch him to any 
other infield post. WUhoii filled the 
hill acceptably at third becuuse of 
his ability to cover the ground and 
throw over to first. Diiuno plugged 
the hole at short soiuuwhut, although 
lie cunuot he couipurud to Spulu.

In former years selection on this 
team has boon nothing more than a 
mythical honor but this year it is to 
he a different story. Next Monday, 
June 17th, the All-Suburban outfit will 
engage in a game with the strongest 
team that the Mystic Valley league 
can gather together. It will he a bene- 
fit game for Charles Fowler. Woburn 
high star athlete, who recently lost a 
leg in a motorcycle accident. Woburn 
high won the championship of the 
Mystic Valley league and the game is 
to be played at Woburn. There has 
long been much discussion over the 
relative ability of the players ill the 
two circuits and there should be con- 
siderable interest in the game. 

In selecting the All-Suburban team 
the coaches of the teams as usual 
picked hut few members of the New- 
ton high team. Coaches Dickennan 
of Somerville, McLaughlin of Rindge 
Tech, and MacDonald of Cambridge, 
named three of orange and black play- 
ers. The two first named selected 
Wilson, Fletcher and Andres, while 
the Cantab mentor chose Wilson, Flet- 
cher and Reilly. This vote for Reilly 
was the only one the Newton twirler 
received despite his record of four 
wins and one defeat. MacDonald also 
differed in his selection of Fletcher, 
naming him at shortstop instead of at 
first us did Dickerman and McLaugh- 
lin.

NATIONAL 
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UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


The 1929 Legislature has prorogued 
and Newton people have every reason 
to congratulate Speaker Leverett Snl- 
tonstall on the success of his first 
year as presiding officer of the House 
of Representatives. Mr. Saltonstall 
had a trying and .difficult session, but 
his handling M the House and the 
vexatious problems confronting it met 
commendation from members of both 
parties. The other members of the 
House, Representatives Baker, Luit- 
wieler and Thompson have been faith- 
ful in their attendance, industrious in 
committee duties and alert to the in- 
terests of Newton. The same is equal- 
ly true of Senator Hollis, who has had 
no small amount of responsibility im- 
posed upon for a first-year man In the 
upper branch. The experience he gained 
in the House made him recognized as 
a valuable man of the Senate. Evi- 
dence of this is found in his appoint- 
ment to the first joint conference com- 
mittee on the Boston Elevated bill 
which was one of the hardest commit- 
tee assignments of the session. 

The final Elevated hill received the 
votes of Senator Hollis and Repre- 
sentatives Luitwieler and Thompson. 
Representative Baker had to leave the 
last day of the session on a buiness 
trip to Canada and therefore was not 
recorded. 

The prorogation ceremonies coming 
as they did between 12 and 1 o’clock 
Sunday morning saw only Speaker 
Saltonstall and Representative Thomp- 
son in the House and Senator Hollis 
in the upper branch. They “stuck 
out" until the very end, although they 
were not among those who rushed to 
the State Treasurer’s office to avail 
themselves of the pay due them, in- 
cluding the $500 increase. The Legis- 
lature is invariably opened to criticism 
but the course pursued by the Newton 
members. was of the usual high order 
and reflected nothing but credit upon 
this city. 

One of the most important matters 
as far as Newton is concerned is the 
resolve reported by the Committee on 
Metropolitan Affairs of which Senator 
Hollis is a member. It provides for an 
investigation of the advisability and 
cost of constructing a boulevard or 
highway in Newton and Weston. It 
reads as follows: 

“Resolved. That the Division of Met- 
ropolitan Planning of the Metropoli- 
tan District Commission and the De- 
partment of Public Works are hereby 
authorized and directed to investigate 
the advisability and cost of the sub- 
ject matter of section four of Part II 
of House document numbered fifty-one 
of the current year relative to a boule- 
vard or highway in the city of Newton 
and the town of Weston, extending 
from Commonwealth avenue near Au- 
burndale park in said city to a point 
in said town near the intersection of 
Church street and North avenue, or 
any substitutive or alternative or addi- 
tional routes therefor. Thu division 
and the department shall report to 
the general court their findings and 
recommendations together with drafts 
of legislation to carry the same into 
effect, by filing the same with the 
clerk of the senate not later than De- 
cember first in the current year.” 

The first bill for the 1930 session 
has already been filed. It is intended 
to put teeth in the municipal lighting 
act of this year’s General Court. Tlu* 
Legislature had not been adjourned 
more than 36 hours before the new 
measure was presented last Monday in 
the office of Jhe Clerk of the House of 
Representatives. What the whole 
thing means is this: friends of tiie hill 
authorizing cities and towns to buy 
private lighting plants and engage in

the lighting business were not satis- 
fied with the act that was signed last 
( Saturday by Governor Allen. It is not 
the Governor’s fault but rather that of 
tiie Senate. Certain provisions of the 
hill caused a difference between the 
two brances and there had to be a 
committee on conference. The Sen- 
ate members of the committee re- 
fused to yield on some vital points and 
rather than not have any legislation 
whatever the House committee ac- 
cepted what they could get and then 
both branches put the bill through and 
it received the Governor’s approval. 
The friends of the original bill wanted 
it drawn so that a city or town might 
buy a part of a lighting plant. The 
House was willing the hill should so 
read but the Senate was not. The 
whole thing will he fought out again 
at next year’s session. 

Senator Hollis was on Wednesday 
appointed, by Pres. Bacon of the Sen 
ate. chairman of the special recess 
committee created to investigate tiie 
abolition of grade crossings in Massa- 
chusetts. 

Representative Thompson has been 
appointed by Speaker Saltonstall a 
member of the special recess commit- 
tee to investigate*the duties and com- 
pensation of certain officials, judges 
and employes of the several counties 
and of the commonwealth, the decline 
in the purchasing power of money and 
the basis of salaries paid in private 
employment.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Powers 


We have been asked to comment on 
the huge trucks which rumble noisily 
along the streets in various states of 
decrepitude. Some of these rattle so 
that they appear to he falling apart. 
Others are practically running on the 
wheel rims, so worn are the solid 
tires. These cause vibrations that 
shake buildings as they pass. Others 
struggle up grades with cut-outs open. 
Sooner or later, and the sooner the 
better trucks will he regularly inspect- 
ed so that the nerve wracking types 
will he kept off the streets. 

Several persons have criticised the 
surface laid in front of the new fire- 
station at Newton Corner. They be- 
lieve it should be of concrete rather 
than of crushed stone hound with tar. 
They ask why no sidewalk has been 
provided for the many pedestrians 
who must cross in front of the fire- 
station going to and coming from the 
railroad station? 

No mirrors have been placed as yet 
in the traffic tower at Nonantum 
Square to enable the policeman on 
duty there to see pedestrians at the 
rear of the tower who want to cross 
the street. Signs should he placed on 
the tower to inform pedestrians that 
they are supposed to cross only when 
the red and yellow lights flash. When 
the lights are being operated automa- 
tically green signals move traffic com- 
ing west on Washington street simul- 
taneously with traffic coming south on 
Centre street. This causes automo- 
biles making a left turn from Centre 
onto Washington street to cross the 
path of automobiles proceeding west 
on Washington street. If this is not 
corrected it Is probable there will he 
some collisions near the traffic tower. 

Another complaint received is about 
the inadequate service given by til 
Boston Elevated to people who must 
travel on tiie cars between N wton 
Corner and Boston. 

Newton residents who travel by rail, 
and they number into thousands, 
should take advantage of the facilities 
which are afforded them to obtain 
tickets and reservations here in their 
own city. Whether one is going only 
to New York City, or taking a tour to 
the Pacific Coast, or journeying to any

Reflections 


We read and hear a lot about travel 
by air supplanting travel by railroad 
trains, steamboats and automobiles. 
Possibly the day may come when air- 
planes* will carry passengers across 
the Atmntic on regular schedule. But 
until Biplanes or airsMips are de- 
vised which can overcome atmos- 
pheric conditions most persons will 
continue to go to Europe by boats 
which travel on the water. Few will 
care to be delayed for weeks until 
the weather is just right. 


Two weeks and more ago Robert 
Emmons Rogers was somewhat bet- 
ter known than is the ordinary col- 
lege professor. Since then Prof. 
Rogers has had his name headlined on 
the front pages of newspapers all over 
these United States. Mr. Rogers ac- 
quired this fame, publicity, notoriety 
or what you will, after he had been 
one of the speakers at the banquet of 
the senior class of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. During his 
address to the young men soon to 
graduate from the famous educational 
institution Professor Rogers advised 
his listeners to be "snobs”. He urged 
them to marry the boss’ daughter in- 
stead of the stenographer, to be a 
gentleman with all that it means, to 
lie members of the ruling class and 
the aristocracy. 

According to the papers Prof. 
Rogers deprecated the vulgar exhibi- 
tions practiced by college men when 
they indulge in displays of rowdyism. 
He told the Tech men to imitate Har- 
vard men — to "put on a front". He 
condemned the American doctrine of 
equality and stressed the need of a 
ruling class in this country. 

As a result of his “advice” to the 
Tech seniors Prof. Rogers has received 
more attention than any Massachu- 
setts professor since the learned mem- 
ber of Clark University faculty at 
Worcester talked about shooting a 
rocket to the moon. Mr. Rogers ex- 
pressed surprised that his talk to the 
students created sucli outbursts of 
criticism, together with some expres- 
sions of commendation. We had the 
idea until the gentleman made this 
statement, that he had deliberately 
advocated snobbishness in order to 
gain publicity for his speech. But it 
seems not. 

There has been considerable discus- 
sion as to just what Prof. Rogers 
meant by the word “snob”. Had this 
word been used by the ordinary news- 
paper man there might have been rea- 
sonable doubt as to the proper use of 
it. Professors and other teachers 
mindful of the limited education of 
reporters, editors and others of the 
press are wont to refer to “Newspaper 
English”. But, a professor of English, 
holding a degree from Harvard Uni- 
versity and standing high in his pro- 
fession, certainly must be intimately 
acquainted enough with his specialty 
to definitely know the meaning of the 
key words in a speech he delivers. 

If the graduates of Technology were 
to engage in many of the so called 
fine arts, if they were to pursue such 
polite vocations as music, literature, 
sculpture or the like, they might ob- 
tain some degree of satisfaction by 
being, or attempting to be snobs. Un 
fortunately, however, most of the 
young men who Prof. Rogers advised 
to become snobs, aristocrats, gentle- 
men, assuming that these types are 
akin, though it is very difficult to so 
assume, are not going to associate in 
their daily work with dillettantes, 
with literati. Their activities will 
cause them to mingle with iron-work- 
ers on bridges and sky-scraping struc- 
tures, with caisson-hogs in submarine 
construction, with rough and ready 
types in all sorts of big industrial pro- 
jects. And if the young gentlemen (or 
rough necks) just out of Tech attempt 
to be snobs with these huskies they 
will be quite apt to get painful wal- 
lops on the beezer or some other 
tender part of the physiognomy. We 
doubt if the professor in his honora- 
ble career has mingled much with 
such horny-handed sons of toil as 
must a large percentage of Tech grad- 
uates for the first few years after 
their graduation. 

There are many, very many, who 
will agree with Prof. Rogers that 
Technology men should be gentlemen. 
It has not added to the prestige of 
Tech men to have students from that 
school start a riot or wreck a dance 
hall. Particularly when some persons 
started to whine after the police had 
treated the rambunctious students 
somewhat roughly. Disorderly youths, 
not collegians, are usually so treated 
by the police when they become ob- 
noxious. Professor Rogers will also 
have many adherents in his conten- 
tion that college men should be more 
particular in their nttire. The im- 
pressed trousers, garterless socks and 
other “collegiate” slackness does not 
gain .respect for those who affect this 
careless method of dressing. Tailors, 
haberdashers, launderers and barbers 
will agree with Prof. Rogers that Col- 
lege men should look the part. 

As to an aristocracy in this country, 
a ruling class. This is quite an ex- 
treme doctrine. Many in this Repub- 
lic subscribe to it but unlike the 
Technology professor they lack suffi- 
cient moral courage to openly advo- 
cate it. Numbered among those who 
would have an aristocracy here are 
persons whose families have acquired 
so much wealth that they can live in 
regal splendor. The old axiom “Rugs 
to Riches to Rags in three genera- 
tions” does not apply to many Amer- 
ican families today. Wisely invested 
trust funds assure thousands of des- 
cendants of wealthy men from be- 
coming wage earners. Citizens of the 
United States, in numbers, after ac- 
quiring tlie mazumu in quantity have 
employed "expert” genealogists to dis- 
cover that their wealthy patrons are 
descended from royalty or at least 
from noble ancestors. If the persons 
who advocate a ruling class, an aris- 
tocracy in tills country are right, 
the Pilgrim Fathers were wrong, the 
signers of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence impracticable visionaries, 
the soldiers who fought for the Union 
from 1861 to 1865 victims of false pro- 
pugundu, the billions of dollars and 
the millions of lives expended in the

World War sacrificed foolishly for an 
ideal termed “Democracy”. 

It perhaps is presumption for a 
slightly educated person to take is- 
sue with an erudite professor. It may 
be amusing to observe a college man 
being criticised by one who has learn- 
ed simply that sort of philosophy 
taught in the University of Adversity. 
But, in the opinion of the writer a 
gentleman is never a snob and a snob 
can never be a gentleman. We have 
met educated asses who have had the 
advantage of college educations but 
who were inherently vulgarians. We 
have met men who could not read or 
write, men who never had the oppor- 
tunity of obtaining a common school 
education, who were innately gentle- 
men. 

It is well that Professor Rogers 
talked as he did to the Tech seniors. 
It is quite probable that more good 
than harm will result from his dis- 
course. The manners of many in this 
country can be well improved. Those 
of college men as well as those of the 
"hoi polloi”. Possibly the advice of 
the professor will be taken in part not 
only by those who listened to him but 
by students in other colleges. It is 
very improbable that even few Tech- 
nology men will so interpret Mr. 
Rogers advice as to act as lickspittles 
in order to advance in their profes- 
sions. It is unlikely that eveu few 
Technology men will attempt to awe 
those under their jurisdiction by as- 
suming an air of hauteur. To obtain 
a degree from M. I. T. one has to have 
brains and used them. Because they 
have had brains and used them Tech 
men have succeeded in the past and 
will succeed in the future. They may 
not have the degree of "A. B." and 
they will not want the degree of "S. 
N. 0. B.” They have been, are and 
will be regular fellows, plain Amer- 
ican citizens and gentlemen withal. 
Ami according to men who have 
studied under him, Professor Rogers 
is also a "regular fellow.”

Mayor Childs has sent a letter to 
the Board of Aldermen recommending 
the acceptance of an offer made by 
Arnold Hartmann who has been de- 
veloping Oak Hill Village.

From Haifa the route ran along the 
sea. sometimes through mulberry 
groves, to Beirut where the American 
University was visited. The Univer- 
sity buildings are tine and the grounds 
are well laid out with trees, shrubs, 
and flowers. 

Driving through the valley of Baca 
the tourists reached Damascus cold 
and hungry but were refreshed by pal- 
atable food and a good night’s rest. 
Here they visited the Great Mosque 
being required to wear large slip- 
pers over their shoes to avoid profan- 
ing the place. The street that is called 
Straight and the house of Ananias 
were points of interest in Damascus 
In Capernaeum a line old monastery 
surrounded by a beautiful flower gar- 
den and palm trees, was anot.ier in- 
teresting sight. 

On a trip to Nazareth, a stop was 
made at Cana of Galilee to see the 
water jars which are said to be the 
ones used by Jesus at the marriage 
feast. While in Nazareth the party 
stayed at the Hotel Royal and at the 
Hotel Notre Dame de France while in 
Jerusalem, the latter being run by 
Monks. Easter Sunday was spent in 
Jerusalem the speaker attending the 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre, where 
a men’s choir furnished wonderful mu- 
sic. From Jerusalem the party went 
by auto to Jaffa ami thence by train 
to Cairo. 

Mrs. Jones said that to her the 
three high lights of this trip were an 
impressive visit to the Garden of Geth- 
semane, a trip up Mt. Tabor, and a 
stay by the Sea of Galilee.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER 

^ By L. D. G. BENTLEY 


The night quiet of Newton aH con- 
traHted with the racket of other cit- 
ies apparently is a thing of the past. 
At least there are parts of the Car- 
den City where It is difficult for peo- 
plo to get a night’s rest through no 
fault of their own. If anybody eats 
something not readily digested or wor- 
ries over something or lets his con- 
science disturb his slumbers that per- 
son is not entitled to any great 
amount of sympathy. Hut when cir- 
cumstances over which he has no con- 
trol make the night hideous then he 
is deserving of commiseration. 

Of course this nocturnal disturb- 
ance Is only in its Infancy. By that 
I mean only sections of the city are 
at present afflicted. You can still And 
much quiet and peace In those vil- 
lages where there is nothing in the 
way of bus transportation after a cer- 
tain hour. This idea of night noises 
may not appeal to people and yet it is 
coming as certain as anything can be. 
Those who live in the vicinity of a 
main thoroughfare are in for it unless 
I am very much in error. 

Here is what the new “stop” signs 
at corners of thoroughfares entering 
Washington street have started. The 
jamming-on of automobile brakes at 
all hours of the day and night. Think 
that over! We have seen those wierd 
barber-pole signs of red and yellow 
with a “Stop" command on the top. 
And we know that an autoist is sup- 
posed to stop before driving on across 
Washington street. Policemen have 
had a wonderful time getting the num- 
bers of the cars and no one can blame 
them for such work is much easier 
than guarding people and property 
which is the chief responsibility of 
the police. 

Residents of Washington street and 
of streets that intersect it tell me that 
their nights are no longer their own. 
There is no such thing now as sweet, 
restful sleep. Just about the time 
one is ready to doze off some car 
with squeaky brakes rolls by, -stops 
and starts up again. One man told 
me that he thought all cars had 
squeaky brakes. He hadn’t slept for 
three nights when I encountered him. 
He had a haggard but determined look. 
I fancied I saw the glint of fiendish 
purpose in his sleepless eyes. 

"Why don’t you rest?’’ I asked. 

"I shall never rest," he answered, 
"until I find the man or men responsi- 
ble for these ‘STOP’ signs. After 
that I am going to have the police 
take the number of those cars with 
squeaky brakes. I thought Newton was 
a city of calm and quiet. The nights 
now are terrible for if you live on 
Washington street or in the vicinity.” 

"Why don’t you and your family go 
away for the Summer?" I asked. 

"If we go away,” he replied, "we’ll 
never come hack as long as there are 
stop signs and squeaky brakes.” 


I recently accepted the Invitation 
extended in the Ne.wton Free Library. 
There on a table were copies of the 
Middlesex County Treasurer’s report 
and t lie Comissioners’ report. A print- 
ed notice said that anybody interest- 
ed might have one. I was interested, 
at least to the extent of learning 
whether there was anything of gen- 
eral appeal in the document itself. 
Now I’m glad I took a copy home to 
read. 

Under "receipts" I found that New- 
ton’s county tax for 192S was $163,- 
697.85. Cambridge, with $234,851.37 
and Lowell with $184,730.65, were the 
only higher ones in the list. New- 
ton, therefore, should have some con- 
cern over Its county government and 
anything that may he printed in this 
column seems to me pertinent. 

Pages are given to detailed expen- 
ditures in connection with civil court 
and criminal court costs. Among other 
things under this caption is the name 
of every juror who sat in 1928 and 
the amount paid him for service. The 
cost of maintaining the district courts 
is also given. Newton District Court’s 
total for last year was $21,926.77. 
These are few of the items which tell 
the voters of Middlesex county where 
the money goes. I doubt if one could 
ask for a more complete statement of 
finances, not only regarding the courts 
hut various other county expenses. 

The report deals with what the 
county government did for the roads 
in various sections. In Newton "no 
action was taken on road matters the 
past year.” Not knowing precisely 
what this means I am willing to as- 
sume that it can be explained easily 
enough, but somehow It doesn’t square 
with the fact that Newton paid the 
third largest county tax of any city or 
town in the county. 


As to agriculture and its progress 
in Middlesex county the Commission- 
ers describe the activities of the Mid- 
dlesex County Extension Service. I 
And that which was new to me — "Bo-

cause of the soil conformation found 
in nearly all sections of Jthe county, 
dairying will always bo more or less 
a foundation for other types of agri- 
culture.” Also tills, “In orcharding a 
definite attempt was made to top- 
graft undesirable varieties with the 
result that over 4000 trees were graft- 
ed, and both the New England prize 
and the Massachusetts State prize 
were won by farmers within Middle- 
sex county.” 

Our own George H. Ellis of West 
Newton is one of the trustees for 
County Aid to Agriculture. Of this 
the report says, "With the tine sup- 
port that is being given the Extension 
Service by the people of the county 
not only through financial support but 
by attendance at meetings, furnishing 
local leadership, participation In the 
projects and demonstrations ns they 
are carried on shows that t he work 
is appreciated and is of value in the 
development of the farm and home 
life of t he county. There is no ques- 
tion but that the work as it is de- 
veloped by tile Trustees for County 
Aid to Agriculture is an established 
institution, the influence of which is 
far reaching and will be of more value 
each succeeding year." 

If we turn to the report of the su- 
perintendent of the Middlesex County 
Training School we find that when 
a boy Is committed to the school by 
the courtH lie does not obtain a court 
record as if he had been sent to the 
reformatory of a State industrial 
school. In answer to the question, 
"Does the school actually help the 
hoys committed by the Juvenile 
Courts, or is it in itself a school of 
crime?", the report declares. "There 
is reason to believe that they are 
helped by coming to this training 
school. The unquestionable value of 
pure air, sanitation, pleasant environ- 
ment. good food regular hours, wise 
and patient leadership cannot hut Im- 
prove them physically, mentally, mor- 
ally and spiritually. 

“If some of the boys who are not 
sent to these State institutions could 
he taken In time and committed to 
the county training schools they would 
he saved not only a criminal record, 
but also the necessity of associating 
with those of more pronounced crim- 
inal tendencies. While some of the 
State schools are overcrowded, this 
school has equipmet for a third more 
hoys than at present enrolled." 

The above gives the reader. In my 
modest opinion, some idea of what 
county government means. Further- 
more. as I view it. there is evidence 
that Middlesex county Is well gov- 
erned, progressive and worthy of the 
pride felt by Its inhabitants. 


It is a pleasure to observe that the 
State is doing something for the mo- 
torist besides trying to regulate him 
at every turn. My friends who drive 
will appreciate. I am sure, the new 
form of monthly bulletin published by 
t lie State Department of Public Works 
For a number of years the depart- 
ment has had printed a pamphlet con- 
taining a list of highways on which 
construction was in progress. People 
who travel in their cars over Massa- 
chusetts roads and who plan ahead, 
as many do not, were always on the 
lookout for these bulletins. 

Commissioner of Public Works 
Frank E. Lyman has had the informa- 
tion compiled in a splendid folder 
Here is something that one may turn 
to as one does a road map. In fact 
that is precisely what it is. with 
more than a map for the motorist's 
enlightenment. There is in red ink 
a list of roads that are closed or 
partly closed and on the map, nearly 
3 x 2 feet, t lie places are marked in 
red ink. All the driver need do who 
has a long journey before him is to 
consult his map and then he will he 
ready to take the proper detour in case 
there is anything to impede his jour 
ney. 

But the new folder goes further. 
It illustrates the official highway signs 
required under an act of 192S provid- 
ing for uniform traffic signals and 
signs on all the highways of the State. 
Those most commonly used are set 
forth. By studying them briefly one 
may easily recognize them and be 
fully qualified to comply with the law. 

This isn’t all. There Is a list of 
the places in Massachusetts and the 
routes through which they may be 
reached. Also a list of routes and 
their numbers, invaluable, it seems to 
me, to a thoughtful driver which 
means about everybody except those 
who have no particular regard for 
mileage or time. 

In addition one finds a map of down- 
town Boston, North Adams. Pittsfield. 
Northampton. Holyoke. Springfield. 
Fitchburg, Worcester, Lowell, Taun- 
ton, Fall River, Haverhill, Brockton, 
New Bedford. Newburyport, Beverly. 
Salem and Lynn. Of course these city 
maps are little more than outlines 
but they contain the main roads 
which is sufficient for any driver of 
ordinary experience. 


I suppose the automobile is respon- 
sible for the development of the Sum- 
mer camp idea. Many people find it a 
most enjoyable form of vacation this 
traveling about and stopping where 
night overtakes. The fact that it is 
popular is proved by the number of 
camps and camp-sites available. New- 
ton and places adjacent to large cities 
do not require such things as much 
as the mountain and seashore resorts 
where vacationists find themselves 
headed in the Summer. 

It isn’t surprising that because of 
the increasing number of camps that 
regulations should he made. School 
and college camps have been so long 
established that they have their own 
health rules. Furthermore, they are 
of Htu’li a character us to demand the 
best of facilities in every respect since 
they are based on the general desire 
for physical improvement. 

But now we have the State of Mass- 
achusetts. through its Department of 
Public Health, going ns far as to rec- 
ommend health standards tor Summer 
i;umps, with spccial^retcreuce to sun 
itutiou, medical supervision ami nu- 
trition. These recommendations have 
been approved by the Massachusetts 
Association of Boards and Health and

the New England Camp Directors As- 
sociation. 

It is not my intention to discuss 
what these rules seek to bring about. 
I merely wish to say that in this 
State we are certainly on the job as 
we should be. People will agree with 
the assertion that "the Summer camp 
is an important factor in the promo- 
tion of good health. The danger of 
the spread of communicable diseases 
among the campers due to faulty san- 
itation or lack of medical supervision 
must be clearly recognized. Surveys 
of Massachusetts camps and records 
of contagious disease outbreaks have 
shown that many camps fall short of 
reasonable standards.” 

When a State shows enough inter- 
est in its people to this extent I think 
we may be justly proud of the ideal- 
ism shown in many, branches of our 
State government.

Much Routine Business Before 

Aldermen At Regular Meeting 

Several Hearings on Petitions, Money Appropriated For New 
Streets, Etc. 


Despite the extreme heat of last 
Tuesday evening 20 of the 21 members 
of the Newton Board of Aldermen 
were present. The lone absentee, Al- 
derman Harte, was out of the State 
on a business trip. The first mat- 
ters on the docket were hearings 
on the petitions of the Telephone Com- 
pany for pole locations on Eden ave- 
nue, West Newton and Morton street, 
Newton Centre. A representative of 
the company explained that the poles 
in question were located when these 
two streets were private ways and the 
permits sought are just to legalize the 
locations. 

Albert T. Stuart of Newton Centre, 
petitioner for a permit to establish a 
gasoline filling station at 2322 Wash- 
ington street, Lower Falls explained 
that this property has a frontage of 
125 feet, run back to the Charles River 
and has an area of 22,000 square feet. 
The proposed station site will extend 
110 feet along Washington street and 
have a depth of 75 feet. The balance 
of the lot will be used as part of the 
flower garden of Mr. Thomas F. Don- 
ohue, the peony and iris expert. The 
station, Mr. Stuart stated, will be oc- 
cupied by one of the larger oil com- 
panies. Mr. Donohue favored the 
. granting of the petition. No person 
appeared to object. There was also no 
opposition to the petition of the Wood- 
land Golf Club for a permit to install 
a 1000 gallon tank for gasoline and a 
pump at the rear of 316 Grove street, 
Lower Falls, to be used privately. 

No opposition developed to the peti- 
tions for relocating and widening 
Washington street near the Charles 
River at Lower Falls, taking land 
owned by Gasbarri at the shore of Crys- 
tal Lake for a municipal bathing beach, 
and the construction of a sewer in Ex- 
eter street, West Newton. 

E. W. Corcoran representing James 
FitzPatrick asked that action on plac- 
ing a sewer and drain in private land 
near Chestnut Hill road be delayed. 
John Reardon of 34 Beacon street op- 
posed the building of a sewer in this 
land. 

Alderman Gallagher criticised the 
great number of traffic and parking 
signs along Newton’s streets. He par- 
ticularly criticised the signs along 
Washington street which have been so 
placed since that highway has been 
made a through street and he sug- 
gested that the Traffic Committee 
cease passing ordinances which will 
clutter the streets with signs. Aider- 
man Powers of the Traffic Committee 
informed his colleagues from Ward 1 
that this committee has functioned 
very little the past year and a half and 
that many of the signs have been 
placd at the direction of traffic officials 
of the Department of Public Works of 
Massachusetts. He defended the mak- 
ing of Washington street into a 
“through street” and stated that while

this might result in his colleague from 
Ward 1 being compelled to stop his 
car frequently upon reaching Wash- 
ington street on side streets, it would 
assure his safety and prolong his .val- 
ued services for his hundreds of pa- 
tients. Chairman Grebenstein of the 
Traffic Committee stated that he is 
glad to hear comments on the 
“through street” situation. 

Alderman Gallagher called attention 
to the excellent records made by the 
athletic teams of Newton High School 
the past year and aserted that some 
token of recognition should be given 
to the boys for the good work they 
have done. He moved that a vote of 
confidence and appreciation be given 
them for the zeal and ability they have 
displayed. The motion was carried 

The appoinment of Maynard Hutch- 
inson as a member of the Planning 
Board was confirmed. On the recom- 
mendation of the Licenses Committee 
common victualler licenses were 
granted to F. Gasbarri at 34 Jackson 
street and to Mrs. Sarah Murphy at 
155 Oak street; an auctioneer’s license 
was granted to Angelo Annicelli of 192 
Adams street.

Burke Reappointed 

Chief of Police 

fine Alderman In Twenty Casts 
Dissenting Vote 


Chief Bernard F. Burke of the New- 
ton Police Department was again re- 
appointed for another year by the 
Board of Aldermen at the meeting 
on Tuesday night. According to the 
law providing for the tenure of the 
position of Chief of Police in Newton 
the occupant holds It mandatorily 
until he reaches the age of 65. Then 
he has the right to request the Board 
of Aldermen, subject to the approval 
of the Mayor, for successive yearly 
re-appolntments to the office until he 
reaches the age of 70 when he must 
retire. Chief Burke reached the age 
of 65 in June, 1926 and was re-ap- 
polnted that year without opposition. 
In 1927 and last year there was stren- 
uous opposition in the Board of A1 
dermen to his request for re-ap- 
pointment but his opponents could 
only muster a small minority against 
him. Of the 20 members of the Board 
present Tuesday night, only one bal- 
loted against the re-appointment of 
the Chief. In striking contrast to tho 
past two years there were no argu- 
ments offered in favor or In oppos- 
ition to the re-appointment. 

After the result had been announced 
Alderman Powers moved for re-con- 
sideration, hoping that the motion 
would not prevail. He stated that his 
reason for so doing was to avoid a 
repetition of an extra meeting being 
called within the next few days be- 
cause of some member of the Aider- 
men making a motion to reconsider 
within 24 hours as was done before. 
The Ward 1 alderman called attention 
to the extreme heat of the weather 
and expressed a dislike to be com- 
pelled to spend another evening this 
week at City Hall. Following Aider- 
man Powers’ motion, Alderman Gal- 
lagher of Ward 1 took the floor to ex- 
plain that he had not cast the one 
vote against Chief Burke. Mr. Gal- 
lagher commented that because of his 
opposition to the Chief’s re-appoint- 
ment the last two years he probably 
would be regarded as being responsi- 
ble for the lone vote, but he was not 
the "culprit." “If the Mayor wants 
Chief Burke another year, I can stand 
for him,” remarked the Ward 1 mem- 
ber.

Considine Named 

Assistant Coach 


To Help Coach Sullivan With High 
School Eleven 


Charles Consodine, former Newton 
high and Brown University athletic 
star, has been appointed to a position 
on the faculty of the Newton high 
school. He will teach history or so- 
cial science and also become line 
coach and assistant to Coach John L. 
Sullivan of the football team. He has 
resigned a position as' teacher and 
head coach of the Plymouth high 
school athletic teams to come to New- 
ton. 

Consodine Is a Newton high school 
graduate where he starred in three 
sports under the tutelage of the late 
coach, Allie Dickinson. He played’ on 
the football, track and baseball teams 
prior to his graduation in 1924 when 
he was the only three-letter man of 
his class. He was fullback on the 
eleven, centrefleld on the baseball 
team and was a hurdler on the track 
team. 

It wasn’t until he went to Brown 
that he became a linesman. Both 
Robinson and McLaughry, the Brown 
coaches, saw the possibilities in his 
speed and endurance as a centre in 
the new game of football and under 
their schooling he became the pivot 
on the greatest team In modern foot- 
ball, the Brown “iron man” eleven 
of 1927, the team that played game 
after game without a substitution. 

As a baseball player he was con- 
sidered a better prospect than at foot- 
ball when entering college and he 
was also a high hurdler of promise 
but forsake both of these sports in 
favor of football and studies. He was 
an honor student at Brown where he 
majored in history and graduated in 
1928 among the highest of his class. 

McLaughrey, the Brown coach, said 
of him, “He’s the very best team man 
I ever can recall handling. He made 
more sacrifices and got the least cred- 
it of all the hoys of that great Brown 
team. He was tireless and ever alert. 
Most of our plays centred around him 
and he never was found wanting. I 
am certain that he will make the grade 
in extra fashion no matter what he 
undertakes.” 

He has apparently shown some jus- 
tification of his coaches remarks 
through is work at Plymouth the past 
year. Last fall he turned out the best 
football team that school ever had, it 
played 11 games without a single re- 
verse and defeated its ancient rivals, 
Abington and Whitman high schools 
for the first time in years. Those 
who viewed the play of the school 
eleven stamped it as the finest drilled 
team in late football methods. In 
baseball also, but with mediocre ma- 
terial, the Plymouth nine has made 
quite a reputation this past spriug. 

As has been noted Consodine will 
assist Coach Sullivan next fall with 
the football team where he will have 
charge of the linesmen and with the 
loss of much material because of the 
new three-year ruling it is already 
considerable of a problem as to just 
what he will have to start off with as 
a nucleus. Carson Stanwood. former 
Purdue centre, who has been the New- 
ton line coach for the past several 
years has accepted a position as line 
coach of the Bowdoin varsity eleven 
and thus it came about that the path 
was open for Consodine. 

Next spring while no change is con- 
templated in the present direction of 
the baseball team with head coach 
Sullivan and his assistant Jeff Joue3, 
slated to handle the reins of the var- 
sity it is possible that because of 
his experience that Consodine may 
handle one of the other teams.

He was 
the Traveler’s all-scholastic second 
hnseman last year “but Coach Sulli- 
van needed a first sacker so Allie 
moved over. He fielded the new base 
well, hit .454, being the team’s best 
batter and stood out as the best initial 
sacker in this section.” Wilson was 
chosen as the utility inflelder. “Utility 
may sound harsh but Wilson was the 
second leading batter on his team, 
clipping the apple for well over .400 
and scoring twenty runs. He has 
strong arm and is a smooth enough 
fielder to step in with either McDon 
ough, Crowley or Marshall and hold 
his own.” (McDonough of Woburn, 
Crowley of Boston English and Mar- 
shall of Dorchester are all shortstops 
who were chosen for short, third and 
second, respectively by the Traveler’s 
sports writer who regarded them as 
too good to be left off the team and 
consequently placed them in the above 
positions). The Traveler gives hon- 
orable mention to Nichols, Andres, 
Barry and Annese of the Newton team 
among players from other schools. 

Sunday the Herald announced its 
all-scholastic team of just nine players 
and no relief pitchers or utility men 
and limits Its choice to Greater Bos- 
ton public high schools. Fletcher is 
the only Newton lad chosen on tills 
team. Speaking of Fletcher the Her- 
ald says, “Fletcher stands above the 
first basemen. He’s the Newton cap- 
tain and heavy hitter. He’s not the 
best inflelder in the world but he’s 
there in the pinch. He’s courageous 
and steady. He made the Newton 
team a champion.” Wilson, Andres 
and Barry are spoken of by the Her- 
ald writer in selecting his team. 

In keeping with its usual custom 
the Globe, which came out with its 
teams on Monday, chose a first and a 
second team from the public high 
school ranks of Eastern Massachu- 
setts. The captaincy of the Globe 
nine is given to Allie Fletcher of 
Nekton who won the Dickinson Me- 
morial cup. “It was through his quali- 
ties of leadership that Newton an- 
nexed Its second consecutive cham- 
pionship in the Suburban league.” 

It was not at all hard to select the 
outstanding first baseman of the year 
because Captain Alexander Fletcher of 
Newton high, who will enter Yale Uni- 
versity next fall, proved conclusively 
that he was the peer of the field in the 
first sackers’ rank. He could and has 
played every other position in the In- 
field and moved to first to strengthen 
the nine where it was weak. He led 
the Newton high nine in batting with 
an average of .462.” Writing of Wil- 
son the Globe s writer says, "there was 
a scarcity of high-grade third basemen 
this spring but the three outstanding 
ones for that position were Wilson of 
Newton, Woodlock of Brookline and 
Davidson of Dorchester. Wilson, the 
first choice, is a fine ground coverer, 
possesses a wonderful throwing arm 
and was a consistent hitter throughout 
the season.” Phil Andres was placed 
in centrefleld on the second team be- 
cause like those chosen for the first 
team he could cover ground, has 
first class arm and is a first class 
hitter. 

The Post also anounced its all- 
scholastic teams on Monday and in 
keeping with Its custom chose three 
teams, the first of which is made up of 
players whom the Post’s sports writer 
saw in action while some of those on 
the second and third teams are picked 
for their records, especially the pitch- 
ers. Arthur Wilson was the choice for 
third base on the first team. Fletcher 
the choice for utility first baseman on 
the first team. Bill Reilly was named 
with Weafer of Woburn as a pitcher 
on the second team and Charles Bar- 
ry and Phil Andres were placed at sec- 
ond and in the outfield on the third 
team. Wilson was given the edge at 
third base because of his batting. “He 
is a fine boy on ground balls and his 
peg across the diamond is worth 
watching. John Desmond of the Bos- 
ton high school of Commerce team 
was given the first base position over 
Fletcher because of his fielding and 
the fact that he is considered a con- 
sistent batter.”

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EDITORIAL 

Returning to the Editorial Desk, 
after an absence of several months, we 
note with satisfaction that Capt. Sin- 
clair Weeks president of the board of 
aldermen will be a candidate for 
mayor at the city election in December. 
An able son of a distinguished father, 
Capt. Weeks has inherited a goodly 
amount of executive ability, to which 
he has added a fine military record 
during the war. and a wide experience 
with large business corporations since 
the war.

Complaints be- 
gan to come in to Newton police head- 
quarters and Chief Burke conferred 
with City Solicitor Bartlett as to how 
this nuisance could be stopped. The 
statutes of Massachusetts compel 
places of amusement to be licensed 
and acting on this basis the chief 
ordered the “gun club" to suspend 
operations. Subsequently the City 
Solicitor ruled that the club could not 
be regarded as a place of ammuse- 
ment so the rackets commenced again 
to the despair of Auburndalites. 

Then summons were issued against 
the “club” officers on the contention 
that the wholesale shooting at the 
river location is a nuisance and the 
trial followed. Judge Fabian of Brigh- 
ton sat on the case and he earned his 
small fee. The trial started Thursday 
and was continued to Saturday morn- 
ing. John Leary of Staniford street, 
Auburndale testified that he had lost 
a number of embryo turkeys because 
of the shooting. F. T. Mellish of 
Staniford street testified that the 
shooting not only made him and his 
family nervous but also made his dog 
nervous. Others who testified that 
they had been bothered by the noise 
from the shooting were John Connolly 
of Lexington street, Mrs. Mary Bir- 
rell of Lexington street, Malcolm La- 
Monte of Staniford street, Frank 
Rhode of Scribner park. Chief Burke 
told of the many complaints he had 
received and Alderman Charles Floyd 
stated that although his residence is 
a mile from the shooting range the 
noise of the shooting is very annoying. 

Oliver Bunten, treasurer of the club 
testified that the missiles used in the 
guns at the club grounds were so 


powered as to not carry outside the 
limits of the grounds. He was found 
guilty by Judge Fabian and fined $50; 
the club was found guilty and fined 
$50. Appeal was taken. Bunten an- 
nounced that shooting at the club will 
be continued while the trial in the 
Superior Court is pending.

LOW RECREATION COSTS 

The avernge per capita cost of or- 
ganized public, recreation In 402 cities 
of the United States and Canada of 
10,000 or more population In 1928 was 
fifty-seven cents, according to the Year 
Book of the Plnyground and Recrea- 
tion Association <jt America which has 
recently been published. 

In the sixteen largest cities the cost 
ran to seventy-eight cents and in the 
112 smnllest cities, about thirty-six 
cents. 

“This Investment In health-giving, 
chnrncter-bulldlng play and recrentton 
Is small compared with the nvernge 
annual outlay for luxuries,” says the 
Association. “Conservative estimates 
on the expenditure for chewing gum 
nnd soft drinks give $19.00 per capita, 
and for tobacco $14.00. 

Large gains in facilities nnd leader- 
ship for both children’s play nnd 
adults' recreation were shown In the 
report. The number of cities report- 
ing organized play showed a gain of 
fifty-seven over 1927 and brought the 
total to 872. More than 12,000 play- 
grounds and Indoor recreation centers 
were in operation last- season, 1,113 of 
them having been opened in 1928 for 
the first time. 

"American youth and adults have at 
their service 6,930 outdoor playgrounds 
under leadership and an unknown 
number of others lacking leaders. 
There are 402 community buildings, 
267 public golf courses, and 363 bath- 
ing beaches. 

“Baseball, which Is steadily increas- 
ing in popularity under municipal aus- 
pices. was played on 3,303 public fields. 
Besides, there are 1,663 athletic fields, 
937 swimming pools, and numerous 
other facilities. 

‘Tn 4 8pite of large Increases in facili- 
ties and paid leaders, the 1928 expen- 
diture of $31,740,851.61 fell below that 
of 1927. However, it was eleven mil- 
lion dollars more than the outlay five 
years ago. Ninety per cent of the ex- 
penditure for public play last year was 
from tax funds, the report shows. 
Forty-one cities passed bond issues for 
recreation purposes totalling twenty- 
two and a half million dollars, and 
fifty-nine play areas worth a million 
dollars were donated to cities and 
towns. 

“Handcrafts, athletics, water sports, 
building model aircraft and hiking 
were among the most popular recrea- 
tions for children, and golf and tennis 
ranked high in favor among adults."

ONE THING AND ANOTHER 

V By L. D. O. BENTLEY 



Souvenir and autograph collectors 
from all parts of the world seem to 
have placed Massachusetts very near 
the top of their list of desirables. We 
who live In the Bay State doubtless 
fail to appreciate how well It Is 
thought of by patriotic people. Former 
residents who have gone to make their 
home In the west or south or who 
have removed to some foreign country 
have fond memories of their old home 
and cherish any pleasing reminder 
of the days gone by. Students of his- 
tory, young and old, know how rich is 
Massachusetts in historic associations. 
These and other reasons explain the 
great demand for official souvenirs of 
Massachusetts. 

If you don’t happen to have learned 
the fact already there Is daily a great 
number of requests received at the 
office of the Governor for some pic- 
ture of the State House or information 
concerning Its history and above all 
an autograph of His Excellency. Pos- 
sibly you are familiar with the way 
many of the more Intensive collectors 
of autographs go about it. If not I 
can tell you that they have several 
systems. One Is a book In which the 
Governor is expected to sign on the 
dotted line, so to speak. Another, 
more recent and Improved, provides 
for a lose leaf taken from one of these 
books of autographs. It Isn’t so bulky 
and doesn’t cost so much to mail. 
However, there Is the line for the Gov- 
ernor to write on so that the Anal 
accomplishment is quite the same as 
far as the collection is concerned. 

Letters come to the Governor from 
children who want a picture of the 
State House, from students who want 
data for essays and from young and 
old who are eager for a copy of the 
State seal and anything else that may 
be obtained gratis. Governor Frank 
G. Allen has solved the problem by 
having printed a folder, 6% by 5 
Inches, of the very best quality on 
paper and on which is a splendid en- 
graving of the State House as one 
views It from Boston Common. Then 
there is on the next page a reproduc- 
tion of the State seal, with the transla- 
tion of the motto, "By the sword, she 
seeks quiet peace under liberty.” 

Then there Is brief but ample de- 
scriptive matter which tells all about 
the State House, how it stands on land 
once owned by the first Governor, John 
Hancock, when the corner-stone was 
laid, etc. The Ink used In reproduc- 
ing the seal is blue and gold and that 
of the folder is buff, thus presenting 
the Continental colors of buff and blue. 
To complete the value of this most 
attractive souvenir is Governor Allen’s 
autograph. 


The strength tests for promotion 
under Civil Service have been aband- 
oned on recommendation of a commit- 
tee of leading physicians. These doc- 
tors didn’t think they were necessary 
■for men no longer youthful. The usual 
requirements for beginners still hold 
and nobody will be permitted to enter 
the service of police and fire depart- 
ments and other branches where 
strength is required until they go at 
them all.

Just think what 
Father does In the morning during the 
months the heater Is In operation. He 
has to wrestle with coal and ashes and 
the poker and the lifter and the shovel. 
There’s a whole set of strength tests 
in the average cellar, and in addition 
rolling out the barrels for the ashmen. 

Then he comes upstairs and like as 
not there are a few odd jobs to be 
performed with the hammer. Or per- 
haps it is moving the furniture around 
to please the head of the house. And 
it may be that the pictures are to be 
rearranged or taken down that the 
walls may be cleaned. If the paper- 
hangers have promised to come, 
Father is obliged to keep his muscle in 
action before and after that memorial 
event, clearing out all the rooms. Pos- 
sibly the rugs may have to be dragged 
out and beaten and because the man 
who does those things hasn’t shown 
up why poor Father Is chosen for that 
duty. 

If there Is any job really belongs 
to Father It is the care of the lawn. 
Nobody understands lawn-mowers and 
their operations as well as he. He 
can use the sickle like an expert to 
trim off the edges of the lawn. Then 
he has to rake, which, of course, is 
only good fun, but must be done. I will 
not mention the care of the garden, but 
if there is one Father may be depended 
upon for the strong and heavy lifting 
in that connection.

prove or not. Age doesn’t matter, and 
besides if anybody suggesed he was 
too aged for such arduous labor you’d 
probably hear things that might shock 
sensitive ears. 


Not that I would start anything, but 
down in Lowell the Mayoralty cam- 
paign has already begun. Of course 
we, in Newton, should properly decide 
such things as campaign openings for 
ourselves. If we want to put It off 
until Fall that is our business. When 
I say "Our” I am not speaking for any 
candidate or prospective candidate. I 
just like to point out a few suggestions 
that may be of some use. If they are 
so regarded I glady offer them for 
what they are worth and do not ask 
for thanks or acknowledgement. 

Well, Lowell evidently likes its mun- 
icipal politics at the earliest moment 
the candidates are ready. "Served 
hot,” one might say, not forgetting the 
actions of the mercury. I would not 
say that campaign oratory is any more 
digestible hot or cold, but I think the 
way to get the voters to thinking is 
to say things that may be easily un- 
derstood. As far as I can see the 
candidates who tells In June what he 
Intends to do In December Is likely to 
use up a lot of good amunition and will 
have to repeat himself frequently be- 
fore the votes are counted. 

What would Newton people think if 
a candidate for Mayor should declare 
himself as has Mayor Thomas H. 
Braden of Lowell, according to the 
x)well Evening Leader. Mayor Braden 
has stated publicly that he prepared 
to eliminate 20 more clerks at City 
Hall In the event he is reelected in the 
Fall. He further states that the Low- 
ell School Department can be operated 
at a figure $150,000 lower than the 
total cost for the operation of the 
schools during the current year. 

Then he seemed to cap the climax 
by announcing that the annual salary 
of $5,000 Is too much for the Mayor 
of that city, “Working on an eight- 
hour day schedule." When he found 
it impossible to reduce his salary by 
$1,000 the Lowell Leader continues, he 
decided upon the plan of spending the 
$1,000 for the municipal fireworks. 
Furthermore, he expects to save $200 
on the fireworks appropriation. 

Now there is what I call a cam- 
paign speech. Will any such be ut- 
tered in Newton before the city elec- 
tion? What do you think? 

How many Newton people were 
aware, I wonder, that the Charles 
River, from Charles River Village 
down-stream as far as the Cralgie Dam 
at the Boston-Cambrldge line, a dis- 
tance of 33 miles Is practically all 
within what is generally known as the 
Metropolitan city of Boston. This and 
other interesting information is con- 
tained in the report of the special com- 
mision created to apportion the cost 
of the Cottage Farm bridge. Newton’s 
share of the total of $1,774,802.80 is 
3.14 per cent. 

It appears that an enumeration of 
the people who are actually resident 
upon the territory which lies within a 
distance of 10 miles upon either bank 
of the river, with the Cottage Farm 
bridge as the center, shows a popu- 
lation of not less than 1,620,000. The 
report says, “Here in the future will 
probably be found, as now, the bulk of 
the metropolitan population.’’ 

As long as we are called upon as 
taxpayers to pay Newton’s share of 
the cost of the bridge we might as well 
learn as much about that structure as 
we can. That at least is one way to 
get one’s money's worth and another 
is driving or walking across the bridge 
itself. It seems that originally it was 
a toll bridge, constructed by a private 
corporation some time early in 1800 
It was in substantially the same loca- 
tion as the present structure and was 
operated as a toll bridge by the "Pro 
prietors of the Cambridge and Brook- 
line Bridge” until some time in October 
1869 when under the provisions of an 
act of the Legislature of that year it 
became a public bridge and the tolls 
were abolished. 

Following 1869 and for some years 
thereafter the bridge was maintained 
by the city of Cambridge and the town 
of Brookline. Not many years after- 
wards Commonwealth avenue, for- 
merly a part of Brookline, became part 
of Boston and from that date as long 
as the pile bridge was in existence 
the bridge was maintained by the city 
of Cambridge and the city of Boston. 
It appears that the old railroad bridge, 
built to run under the larger structure, 
was first located there In 1848. 


"Concluding with a grand display 
of fireworks in the evening!”

Possibly there are some 
who look upon the idea as old-fash- 
ioned but nevertheless there is always 
a crowd on hand to see the pinwheels 
and skyrockets and the set-pieces 
touched off. Ami the same "Oh’s” and 
"Ah’s” are uttered each year with 
amazement and enthusiasm. 

What started all this in my mind 
was the pamphlet put out through the 
State Department of Public Safety and 
the Stute Fire Marshal containing 
rules and regulations for the keeping, 
storage, transportation, manufacture, 
sale and use in this commonwealth of 
fireworks. 1 know that it is necessary 
but one would scarcely think until one 
had read the severul pages of fine 
print that it required ull these in- 
hibitions and prohibitions to carry on 
the preparations fortthe fullflllment of 
plans for a “grand display of fireworks 
in the evening!” 

O, yes, I know very well that the 
public isn’t to be trusted and there 
must by some stiff rules set down or 
we would lmve destructive fires and 
serious accidents In uearly every 
neighborhood. And 1 can understand 
why the State bus to keep several 
Jumps ahead of the people who try 
to thluk up novel schemes for muking 
noises and creating illumination. One 
of the rules says, "Cigars or cigarettes 
containing any explosive material shall

"Kicks” registered with us this week 
concerned the blocking of automobile 
and pedestrian traffic by some of the 
huge freight vans operated to supply 
the chain stores in this city, the con- 
dition of Newton water and the lack 
of a sidewalk at Centre avenue and 
Washington street by the new fire sta- 
tion. Also the pollution of Laundry 
Brook, conspicuously evident where 
this stream flows along Jackson road 
and through Boyd Park playground. 


A lady came into the Graphic office 
yesterday morning and stated that 
a van had backed to the edge of the 
sidewalk in front of a chain market 
on Centre street at Newton Corner, 
lowered its wide tail-board and allowed 
a narrow space through which pedes- 
trians had to squeeze while merchan- 
dise was being unloaded from the big 
vehicle. It Is a common sight to ob- 
serve some of the huge trucks 
stretched across steets in this city, 
sometimes within a few feet of street 
corners. A number of places have re- 
stricted the delivery of merchandise 
in business districts from trucks to 
night hours. In connection with these 
complaints about trucks it is well 
to remember that a few months ago 
tlie Massachusetts Legislature passed 
a bill allowing the maximum length of 
busses and trucks to be increased 
from 28 to 32 feet and the width of 
these vehicles to be increased from 8 
to 8% feet. Just remember this when 
your automobile is one of many in a 
long line following a big freight truck 
on a state highway, especially up a 
hill — and express your appreciation of 
the legislators who passed the bill.

Begin Sommer Safety 
Campaign In State 

Children on Playgrounds To Be 
Taught Safety 


On the first day of July — in time 
to legyn all about how to keep the 
Fourth safe and sane — 30,000 chil- 
dren in Eastern Massachusetts, includ- 
ing 2000 In Newton, will become sub- 
scribers to the Playground Safety 
News, and will continue to receive 
It every two weeks during the sum- 
mer. 

The cost per copy will be one smile, 
and It will for sale at that price only 
on the playgrounds. It will contain 
accurate weather predictions, such as 
— "Cloudy for children who are care- 
less and get hurt.” 

It will have original songs, stories, 
acrostics, and slogans — such as "A 
child safe at play keeps an accident 
away.” 

All this is a part of the plan worked 
out by a committee of playground di- 
rectors in co-operation with the 
Massachusetts Safety Council, for an 
inter-city campaign to carry on the in- 
struction of children in safe habits 
until the schools reopen in September. 

The Massachusetts Council gives a 
warm endorsement of the value of the 
plaj'grounds in keeping children out 
of the streets, and urges that all par- 
ents who are not able to furnish safe 
play room in the yard at home, send 
their children there. To stimulate 
the attendance, the Playground Safety 
News is to offer a new safety button 
to every child in this city who brings 
a new child to the playground, or who 
performs an act of safety during the 
summer months. 

As to the value of this playground 
safety work, the Massachusetts Safety 
Council says: 

“In nearly all the cities that have 
given safety instruction on the play- 
grounds, in addition to the safety work 
carried on in the schools there was 
a marked improvement in children’s 
accidents last year. In Boston there 
was a reduction of eight in the deaths 
of children involved in auto accidents, 
and while non-fatals among adults in- 
creased 3102, the increase among chil- 
dren was only 100. In Cambridge the 
increase in adult accidents was 208, 
but among children it was 18. In 
Waltham adults increased 123, and 
children 28.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE MEETS 


At the meeting of the School Com- 
mittee on Monday night a communica- 
tion was received from Alderman 
Smith of Ward 4 asking that the New- 
ton public schools close on June 17 of 
next year. Many cities and towns In 
Greater Boston close the public 
schools on the anniversary of the Bat- 
tle of Bunker Hill but the local school 
Committee has refused to give the 
Newton school pupils a holiday on this 
occasion. Alderman Smith stated In 
his letter that about 50 per cent of 
the pupils In the Newton schools are 
absent on this holiday. The commit- 
tee instructed Supt. Wheeler to obtain 
information as to the correctness of 
this contention. 

The committee "elected” 19 new 
teachers, accepted the resignations of 
two teachers and authorized the trans- 
fer of three. The teachers who re- 
signed were Carl Holleran of the Day 
Junior High and Henry Otterson of the 
Levi Warren Junior High. The teach- 
ers transfered were Warren Millie from 
Vocational to Day; Madeline Rinker 
from Burr to Bigelow; Nanette Hoag 
from Claflin to Hamilton. New

The territory from 
which the pupils must attend the new 
Cabot school Includes the following 
streets;— starting at the junction of 
Centre and Mill streets down Centre 
streot to Bellevue street, up Bellevue 
to Summit street, thence north to the 
Boston & Albany tracks and westerly 
to a point opposite Beech Btreet. 
Southerly from the line of Beech 
street following Gay street and In- 
cluding Trowbridge avenue to Wulnut 
street. The territory bounded by 
Bluko^treet, Trowbridge avenue. Wal- 
nut aud Mill streets will be optiouul 
between the Cabot aud Claflin schools.

Ancient Writer* Had 

Idea of Punctuation 

Our present system of punctuation, 
which divides written Innguage Into 
sections by means of various signs 
and points, may be said to have grown 
out of o system developed by Aldus 
Mnnutlus, an Italian scholar and 
printer, who printed Greek classics on 
his press at Venice In the Intter part 
of the Fifteenth century and the be- 
ginning of the Sixteenth. Mnnutlus 
was born In 1450 and died In 1515. 

It should not be supposed, however, 
that Manutlus was the sole Inventor 
of punctuation, although the main 
features of the modern system are 
due chiefly to his Ingenuity and that 
of the Greek scholars employed by 
him. Among the Inter Greeks various 
dots hod been used for oratorical pur- 
poses. Aristophanes, a Greek grnm- 
mnrlnn of Alexandria who died about 
180 or 185 B. C., Is said to have de 
vised a system of punctuation by 
means of dots. 

Prose punctuutlon of a crude type 
was probably used even before the 
time of Aristophanes. In the early 
part of the Ninth century these enrller 
systems were so completely forgotten 
that Charlemngne requested scholars 
to revive them. St, Jerome, who died 
420 A. D., knew nothing whatever 
about punctuation. — Pathfinder Mag- 
azine. 


Many citizens have expressed their 
feeling regarding the method used in 
surfacing the yard in front of the new 
Are station at Newton Corner. Accord- 
ing to popular opinion the proper thing 
to have done would have been to have 
covered the surface with cement. In- 
stead gravel and crushed stone were 
used. The principal objection is oc- 
casioned by the fact that no provision 
was made to protect pedestrians. 
Where formerly sidewalks were lo- 
cated along the east side of Centre 
avenue and at the corner of Centre 
avenue and Washington street is now 
highway. Not only is the surface 
uncertain and uncomfortable for peo- 
ple on foot but it Invites autoists to 
use it as a very convenient place in 
which to turn their cars around or 
make cross-cuts while traveling to or 
from the bridge. Hundreds of per- 
sons must cross this spot going and 
coming from the railroad station and 
scores of school children walk across 
this place dally. A sidewalk should 
be built where oue was formerly lo- 
cated at the approach to the bridge. 
And it should be raised sufficiently 
above the street to deter automobiles 
from being driven over it. 


The latest development In the Laun- 
dry Brook situation has caused resi- 
dents along Jackson road and in the 
Boyd Park district to suggest that 
the name of this stream be changed 
from Laundry Brook to Dye House 
Brook. This erstwhile sylvan stream 
has been covered Its entire length 
from Bullough Pond to where it 
parallels Jackson road. Although the 
brook has been enclosed where it runs 
through sections not built up with resi- 
dences there seems to be no dispos- 
ition on the part of the Aldermen to 
cover the brook In the thickly settled 
area near Jackson road or at Boyd 
park, a playground. Not only has the 
brook become an eyesore and a menace 
to the lives of small children, but 
lately the water in it has had all the 
colors of the rainbow and a lot of col- 
ors never seen in any rainbow. Per- 
sons residing near the brook believe 
these colors are caused by some dye- 
house dumping its refuse into the 
stream. If this is the case the health 
of the many youngsters who wade in 
the open brook along Jackson road 
and at Boyd Park playground Is en- 
dangered. Complaints have been 
made to the Street Department and the 
Health Department and prompt action 
has been promised by Street Commis- 
sioner Stuart in ending the pollution 
of the brook. 


Effect of Light on 

Flower* and Plants 

Spring violets have been made to 
bloom in the summer simply by cut- 
ting down their ration of daylight to 
the length of a spring day. The extra 
heat of summer had no effect on the 
growth of the plant. 

In this controlling of plant growth, 
artificial light has the same effect os 
sunlight or the light of a greenhouse, 
and twelve hours of light (whether 
natural or artificial) is "summertime” 
for the plants, and six hours’ light 
"winter.” 

An experiment conducted with Irises 
la given as an example of the effect 
light rationing on plants. Two lots 
of Irises were sown In late October; 
the first were given eighteen hours of 
light per day, while the others (kept 
in the same temperature) received 
only the light provided by nature. 
The first lot reached normal size very 
quickly, and actually bloomed on 
Christmas day, but the others were 
dormant as late as the following Feb- 
ruary.

One of the oddest timepieces in the 
world belonged to Mary Queen of 
Scots, who felt a superstitious aver- 
sion to It and gave It to Mary Seaton, 
one of her maids of honor, who gave 
it In turn to Sir Thomas Dick Laud- 
er.

scythe, and nn hour-gluss between a 
palace and a cottage, signifying that 
time and death made no distinctions. 
At the back of the skull a figure of 
Time was pictured spreading de- 
struction over the world, and on the 
top appeared Eve and the serpent in 
the Garden of Eden, and the Cruci- 
fixion.

Appropriate Designation 

“Amerind" Is a telescopic word 
composed of the first syllables of 
"American” and "Indian” and Is 
general terra used to designate the 
races of man who Inhabited the New 
world before the arrival of Europeans. 
It was suggested in 1899 by Maj. J 
W. Powell, director of the bureau of 
American ethnology, who advocated It 
as a convenient substitute for the 
numerous awkward and inappropriate 
terms applied to the aborigines of 
America. "Amerind” is pronounced 
"um-er-lnd.” with the accent on the 
first syllable. 


New Camphor Sourca 

A native source for cumphor, im- 
portant in both medicine and manu- 
facturing, bus been discovered in 
species of wormwood that grows on 
the sandy steppes of the government 
of Astrakhan, Russia. An oil extract- 
ed from this plant has been subjected 
to experiments at the Sarotow expert 
ment station, and was found to yield 
a good quullty of camphor.

REV. ROBERT A. HUME, D.D. 


Rev. Robert A. Hume, D.D., died ou 
Monday night, June 24 at his late 
home, 165 Grove street, Auburndale. 
He was born in Bombay, India, 82 
years ago, the son of missionary par- 
ents. He studied at Yale College, 
Ynle Seminary and Andover Theologi- 
cal Seminary- Graduating from the 
latter Institution In 1873 he began 
service in India under the American 
Board in 1874. 

Dr. Hume was responsible for the 
erection of many churches and 
schools In India and was awarded the 
highest honor that can be accorded a 
foreigner in that land, being given the 
Kalser-l-Hlnd medal. He was elect- 
ed as the first moderator of the United 
Church of North India. He was the 
author of a number of books. 

A memorial service for Dr. Hume 
was held Wednesday afternoon In the 
Congregational Church at Auburndale*. 
The pastor of the church, Rev. Corne- 
lius E. Clark, conducted the service. 
Testimonials to Dr. Hume’s character 
and services were offered by Rev. Al- 
den H. Clark, D. D„ just returned from 
Ahmednagar, India; Rev. James L. 
Barton, D.D., secretary emeritus of the 
American Board, and Rev. Shepherd 
Knapp of the Central Congregational 
Church, Worcester, which church sup- 
ported Dr. Hume in his work. A quar- 
tet which included Rev. Enoch F. Bell 
D.D., and Rev. R. Brewer Eddy, D.D., 
both American Board secretaries, also 
Rev. Asa M. Parker, secretary for 
missionary promotion of the Massa- 
chusetts Congregational conference 
and missionary society, and Harold 
B. Belcher, sang old hymns which 
were loved by the Hume family. 

A brief service was conducted in 
Mt. Auburn Chapel by Rev. Edward 
Fairbanks, Vadala, India, now on fur- 
lough, who is the brother of Mrs. 
Hume, and senior member of the Mar- 
athi Mission.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 


During the week ending June 22, 
there were 138 patients in the Hos- 
pital. 6G of this number paid as 
much as cost of caj*e or more, 43 paid 
less than cost of care, and 29, includ- 
ing babies, were treated free of 
charge. Twelve babies were born, 
four girls and eight boys. 85 patients 
were treated by the Out-Patient De- 
partment. There were twenty acci- 
dent cases. Five calls were made by 
the social worker and six patients 
were transported in the social service 
car. 

Of the twenty accident cases treated, 
eight were children — one with lacera- 
tions of the left leg received when fal- 
ling on a bottle; a boy with a frac- 
tured left ulna and radius; one 
whose face was lacerated by a flsh 
hook, and another who hit his head 
when diving, receiving lacerations of 
the scalp. The others w’ere — a child 
with abrasions of the chin when hit 
by a swing, another with a safety pin 
in his right nostril, and still another 
whose right side was wounded when 
he fell on a pointed stick. The last 
of the eight was a boy w’ho suffered 
with lime in his eyes. The remaining 
accident cases were all men: one 
with acute abdominal pain. The 
others were a man who got a piece of 
steel In his eye when heating iron, 
one who cut his wrist -an a glass jug, 
one whose back was strained when 
he lifted a bag of flour, another who 
received several lacerations of the 
head when some bricks fell on him. 
Of the other men, one had abrasions 
and contusions of the left foot when 
a pipe fell on his foot, one lacerated 
his Anger when he hit it with a sledge 
hammer, another had lacerations of 
the forehead and a fractured skull 
when a pulley fell on his head. The 
remaining four were men — one who 
received lacerations on the head from 
a falling board, one with a laceration 
between the thumb and forefinger, one 
with a fractured WTist, and the last, 
a man who fractured the right fibula 
when some iron fell on his leg.

Man Far Outnumbered 

by Lesser Creatures 

It Is probable that few persons ears 
nnturn lists ever consider the emr- 
mous amount of life other than Ml- 
mnn which exists In any locality, civ- 
ilized or not, densely peopled or thin- 
ly settled. A plague of rats In Lon- 
don within recent yenrs prompted un 
Interview with a distinguished scien- 
tist, who estimated thnt within the 
area of Greater London there were 20,- 
000,000 rats, more than three times 
as many rats as people. 

Sparrows undoubtedly come next In 
point of numbers among London’s 
warm-blooded population, but the 
scientist preferred to muke his esti- 
mate cover nil the birds in the United 
Kingdom. He believed thnt the bird 
population would average 800 to the 
square mile. That would give a total 
of nearly 97,000,000. Thus the bird 
population outnumbers the human by 
something like two to one. 

As for the Insect population, thnt Is 
quite beyond any statistician. But, 
allowing thnt each bird eats only ftO 
Insects a day, British birds would con- 
sume more than a billion insects In a 
year. Yet such an estimate seems 
quite futile when we consider that the 
Insect population of n single cherry 
tree Infested with aphides was esti- 
mated by a competent authority to be 
12.000.000. 


Law of Gravity Not 

an Obstacle to Incas 

The nncleni Incn fortress of Sncsn- 
hunnmn Is located on a mountain sum- 
mit 704 feel above the city of Cuzco. 
Peru, which Is Itself 10,000 feet above 
sen level. It Is made of huge massive 
stones, some of which mensure 30 b.v 
12 feet and are very thick. ^Though 
Irregular In outline, they are fitted 
together so perfectly thnt a knife 
blade cannot be Inserted between 
them. 

How the seemingly Impossible feat 
of getting these stones to the sum- 
mit was achieved Is explained by the 
mystics of India. The Egyptians who 
built the Pyramids, so the legend 
goes, and the ancient Incn9. both 
knew how to suspend the law of grav- 
ity, having learned It from the mys- 
tics of the lost Atlantis.

They are proud of their blo<>d 
and permit no mixed mnrrlnges. 

Whether they are an offshoot of the 
Hindu race or descendants of a peo 
pie who cnme up the Mnckenzle from 
the Arctic has never yet been estnb 
llshed. Today the tribe numbers sev- 
eral hundred and Is In prosperous cir- 
cumstances. Like the Semlnoles of 
Florida, however, they are vanishing 
beenuse of their antipathy toward In 
termarrylng with other Indians.

Explains Fire-Walking 

The late S. P. Lungley of the Smith 
souian Institution witnessed the Are- 
wulklng ceremony In Tahiti and de 
scrlhed It In Nuture for August 22. 
1921. He says that the stones used 
In the ceremony were tested and found 
to be of vesicular basalt, whose most 
distinctive features are Its porosity 
and noncomluctiblllty. He found that 
these stones could be heated red-hot 
at one end while the remaining part 
was comparatively cool. He was of 
the opinion that while the lower 
stones of the pit were glowing, the 
upper layer was fulrly cool.

What I May Expect of my Country 

My country! The people all desire 
noble things, they strive for them to- 
gether, defy their oppressors, and give 
their lives for each other. Such has 
been the history of America, the great- 
est country on the earth! With the 
indomitable courage of our heroes in 
times of war, the loyalty and endur- 
ance of our countrymen through many 
a crisis, and the hope and faith of 
those who stood together In the dark- 
est hours as a background, I can say 
that I have the greatest confidence 
in my country and its government. I 
firmly believe in its justice, its wise 
laws, its power to enforce these laws, 
its honesty, and its integrity. I have 
unshaken faith in the ability and good 
intentions of those who make our laws.

I may feel that my 
government will help me to become 
a better citizen. Recreation parks are 
necessities which my country should 
offer to its children. I expect that my 
government will build libraries and 
reading rooms. Thus we may be able 
to develop our minds and control 
our thoughts. 

A country should be to us, us a 
father to his children, caring for them 
and protecting them. But iu return 
for^ese expectations, we must strive 
to muke ourselves worthy of the priv- 
ileges which America, the land of 
opportunity, offers us.

WELLESLEY PROFESSOR RETIRES 


The close of this academic year at 
Wellesley was marked by the retire- 
ment from regular teaching of one of 
the most distinguished members of 
its staff, Professor Mary Whlton Calk- 
ins of the department of philosophy 
and psychology whose home is at 22 
Bellevue street, Newton. Miss Calk- 
ins retires at this time by her own 
choice in view of home responsibili- 
ties and privileges, aud is still in., the 
full flower of her ability to teach. 
During the 40 years of her service, 
hundreds of students have profited by 
her peculiar ability to make her pu- 
pils think for themselves. Although 
her courses have been regarded as 
rigorous, she has nevertheless suc- 
ceeded in maintaining (to use 
phrase of her own) “a drawing-room 
atmosphere,” in class — an atmosphere 
in which students express themselves 
readily and talk themselves clear. 
Her conduct of discussions has had 
elements of the Socratlc method, but 
has lacked its gad-fly sting, and has 
been supplemented by brilliant and 
orderly lecturing. 

In 1895 Miss Calkins completed at 
Harvard the requirements for the de- 
gree of doctor of philosophy but was 
refused this degree on account of her 
sex. In 1909 she was given the de- 
gree of doctor of letters by Columbia, 
and in 1910 the degree of doctor of 
laws by Smith, her alma mater. 

Not the least valuable factor in Miss 
Calkins’s connection with Wellesley 
has been her friendship with her own 
distinguished teachers, Josiali Royce, 
George Herbert Palmer, William 
James, Hugo Muensterberg and Ed- 
mund Clark Sanford. With the as- 
sistance of Dr. Sanford she founded in 
1892 the Psychology Laboratory of 
Wellesley, one of the first laborato- 
ries of psychology in America, and 
the very first to be set up in any 
women’s college. At about this time, 
she made, iu collaboration with Pro- 
fessor Sanford, that pioneer study of 
dreams which is perhaps the most 
widely known of all her work. 

Miss Calkins was the first woman 
to be elected president of the Ameri- 
can Psychological Association and is 
the only woman who has ever been 
president of the American Philosoph- 
ical Association. In the fall of 1916 
she taught in University of California. 
In December of 1927 she gave a series 
of lectures at Bedford College, a part 
of the University of London, and a 
few months later was made an hon- 
orary members of the British Psycho- 
logical Association. 

In 1887, Miss Calkins came to 
Wellesley as a tutor in Greek, a young 
woman rendered the more alert by 
foreign travel and the stimulating in- 
fluence of her scholarly father, the 
late Rev. Wolcott Calkins, D. D.. and 
her gifted mother, Charlotte Whiton 
Calkins. At Wellesley she soon fell 
under the influence of Mary S. Case of 
the department of philosophy, a 
woman who has shaped the life of 
many a Wellesley student. It was 
Miss Case who "found" Miss Calkins 
as a philosopher, and for this dis- 
covery Wellesley records its grati- 
tude to a beloved professor emeritus.

call, the board or the committee has 
only had the matter before It for 
about a year. That Is, It was before 
last year's board and this year has 
hung fire for nearly six months. Well, 
they are at last getting round to doing 
something but not at a period when 
many people are In town. However, 
we mustn’t complain because these 
men get no pay for their services and 
the job Is not an easy one. 

As I understand it the Committee 
on Claims nnd Rules has adopted a 
plan whereby public hearings will be 
granted different communities on dif- 
ferent dates. That Is a wise idea. 
Instead of inviting all interested tax- 
payers to go to City Hall on a certain 
night or on two or three nights, wards 
1 and 7 taxpayers will have their night, 
wards 2, 3 and 4 theirs, wards 5 and 6 
theirs and then there will be a grand 
free-for-all on the fourth night. 

Out of this much good should come. 
People in wards 1 and 7 know what 
concerns them and are not likely to 
be interested in the other parts of 
the city. The same applies to the 
other groups of wards as established 
by the committee’s plan for hearings. 
The committee will be able to keep 
the speakers on one track, so to speak, 
until the fourth night. It should 
prove more comprehensive and en- 
lightening and much more helpful to 
the committee in trying to solve the 
problem. 

If I understand the plan correctly 
the matter to be settled Is whether 
parts of the general residence zone 
shall be put over into the private 
residence zone and thus protected per- 
manently from the presence of apart- 
ment houses while parts of the gen- 
eral residence zone will be thrown 
open, if one may say so, to builders 
of apartment houses who may desire 
to build there. This latter, It seems, 
Is contingent upon changes in the 
building laws that are expected to 
follow. 

I am not boosting the apartment 
house idea for Newton and I am not 
opposing It. I feel that there are 
sections of the city from which apart- 
ment houses are now barred and In 
which there would be no objection to 
their presence. That being the case 
why not amend the zoning ordinance 
and settle the matter. Puttlng-off a 
decision isn’t going to get us any- 
where.

Newton people who claim Maine as 
their birthplace are among those most 
interested in the recent pilgrimage of 
New England’s “Liberty Bell”. They 
are not alone, however. In the wide- 
spread desire to see the Knox Memo- 
rial Association Inc., achieve its pur- 
pose in connection with the display of 
this famous old bell. When the bell 
was brought to the State House last 
week that was the only stop made in 
Massachusetts in the effort to arouse 
people to the deeds of one of the great- 
est heroes of the Revolution, General 
Henry Knox. 

It is the valorous record of GeneYal 
Knox that makes the people of Maine 
have such a deep and just feeling of 
pride in the present project. He was 
Washington’s Chief of Artillery and 
the first Secretary of War and Navy 
in the United States. In 1795 Gen 
Knox paid Paul Revere $400 for cast- 
ing the bell which weighed 683 
pounds. He had it hung in the meet- 
ing-house at Thomaston, Maine, 
where it was the first one to lie rung 
in that part of the country to call a 
Christian assembly together at the 
landing place of the earliest Anglo- 
Saxon explorers. 

Cyrus Eaton, historian of Thomas- 
ton, says, "When the bell was rung 
the old colonial church on the hill 
was regarded with joy, pride and con- 
gratulation by the fathers and 
mothers of the town as a splendid 
monument of public spirit and relig- 
ious reverence, and furnished as it 
was by the munificence of General 
Knox with a heavy and fine toned bell 
whose mellifluous calls to worship were 
the first heard in all this region, it 
continued to be cherished as the 
chief ornament of the place, and at- 
tracted admiration as the finest In 
that part of the country.” 

The pilgrimage of the bell was for 
the purpose of helping forward the 
campaign to complete the fund for 
the memoriul to General Knox, who, 
it is suid by his most devoted and 
loyul admirers is “unquestionably the 
most neglected of our Revolutionary 
loaders”. All over the country peo- 
ple who love Mulne and want to see 
the memory of General Knox fittingly 
honored ure striving to raise funds 
for this memorial and its maintenance. 
Knowing some of them us I do 
have not the slightest doubt but what 
they uttaln their goal.

I believe in “just telling 
what’s going on as I see it” and in 
giving the readers of this column 
some idea of matters which I trust are 
new to them, or, if not, matters that 
are presented In a way that will in- 
terest them and give them a refresh- 
ing thought. 

I cannot type the last remaining 
lines without offering my best wishes 
to everybody for a pleasant Summer, 
a profitable vacation, if they are lucky 
enough to obtain one, and good health 
and happiness. I hope they all return 
happy to find Newton better than ever, 
with an improved mail service and 
many other advantages. I am op- 
timistic over the post-office situation 
from what I have recently observed.
